AN EFFECTIVE SPEECII. 

Mr. Miles O’Brien, of New York, followed 
in a very vigorous speech, in which he 
pointed out the work of the Land League, 
though it had been good as far as it: went, 
but there was more work to be dove. it was 
the duty of lrishmen in America to support 
the people at home to the tuliést extent, but 
not to force on them any piatform which 
might endanger the movement or needlesly 
their liberties. It was a duty of the convention, 
he thought, to step from the plaiform of the 
Land League to the platform of the National 
League to follow those who bear the brunt 
of the fight where and when they deter- 
mined to go. ‘They had no right to dictate 
a course which might put others in jeopardy. 
They had only to sustain the people on the 
platform of their own selection. 

Mr. O’Brien was vizorously applauded, 
and his speech had so marked an effect that 


a proposition to appoint a coinmitiee to conter 
with a similar committee to be appointed by 
the convention tomorrow, was iistened to 
with impatience, and Mr. Ahern, who lent 
hima feeble support, Was apparently dis- 
pirited. His speech was disjointed. 

A New York delegate, who was in sympa- 
thy with what now is cailed the “disin- 
tegrating party,”’ or, to put it in plainer 
language, the secret-society element that 
wormed itself into the cenvention, asked by 
whom the convention was called, and was 
sat down on by the Chalr, who requested 
him not to interrupt the convention by 
irrevelant questions.

LEAGUE OF AMERICA. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 25.—The deco- 
rations of Horticultural Hall are quite taste- 
ful—garlands of myrtle and inmorteiles, -A 
union of green and orange hangs over the 
stage. A photograph of Michael Davitt. a 
bust of Washington, a statuet of Parnell 
and an oi! painting of Parnell are plaeéd on 
either side of the President’s chair. From the 
corners of the balcony drop the Lrish society 
banners and United States flags, the latter 
trimmed with green; streamers of red, white, 
and blue bunting decorate the front of the 
gailerjes; facing the speaker’s stand from 
the far front is an American eagle, 
flanked by the national. flags of 
lreland and the United States ;

SPEECH OF PRESIDENT MOONEY. 

LADIPFS AND GENTLEMEN: We are now as- 
sem bied in the convention to which we have 8o 
long looked forward. It was our hope to have 
weicomed bere Charles Stewart Paruel/), whom 
we love and revere in America no less tban 
they do iu Ireland itself. To our great disap- 
pointment, he cannot be here to direct and fu- 
spire our labors. In uofriendly quarters it is 
suught t@ make it appear that be fears to join 
us, lest words spoken or action taken in our 
convention might compromise him. Such state- 
ments are pure falsehood. Charles Stewart 
Parnell wel knows the loyalty of his American 
allies. He does vot and need not fear them. 
He had hoped to the very last moment that be 
might be with us, and have to con- 
vey to you his deep and simoere = re- 
gret that, owing to the present aspect 
of affairs. it was absolutely impossible for him 
to absent himself from Parliament. Great as is 
our disappointment, we could oot ask him to 
forsake ee of duty. Thougb be is not here, 
we baye to direct our labors to the plan approved 
by him of the new National League in Ireland. 
This, towether with many forcibie expressions of 
his views that have fromtime to time reached 
us, will enabie us stillteo work under his guid- 
ance. Then, too, we have to aid us by wise 
counsels Patrick Egan, the worker and organ- 
izer, hardiy second in importance to Parnell 
himseif in the successes already achieved. Pub- 
lic opportunity is thus given us to testify our 
admiration for the integrity and ability with 
which he discharged his dificult duties in the 
care and disbursewent of the fund in which 
John Bull takes so lively an interest. Itis too 
late now to say words of welcome to our hon- 
ored guest, since so many of bis fellow-country- 
men have already tendered him their heartfelt 
greetings. 

The abort year that has passed since our last 
assein bling has been crowded wi startling 
events. The aifairs of Ireland have so occu- 
pied the world’s attention that those of other 
nations have almost seemed to standstill, while 
their peoples listened to her pathetic history. 
Nothing that malice could invent bas been left 
unsaid, no effort has been spared to belittle her 
cause and misrepresent ber, but, above ail, to 
insult and discredit her chainpions, To America 
more than to all otber nations has this indus- 
trious malignity addressed ite greatest energy. 
If the object sought was to break the solid ranks 
of Irish-American sympathizers, to discoufage 
their faith im the leaders in Ireland, and thus 
dissuade them from furtber efforts of support, 
it has hopeiesly, sigually failed. It wouid take 
more Pigotts and Dixies than even England 
could bribe, to shriek her now .worn-out cry of 
“Stop Thief!*’ to make even one contributor to 
the Land League fund believe that Patrick 
Evan had ever misapplied a dollar of their 
sucred trust, to the care ot which he 80 unseit- 
ishiy sacrificed bis entire time, the comforts of 
his home, and the prosperity of his personal 
affairs. 

If the object sought by misrepresentation was 
to prejudice the outside American public, it bas 
failed likewise. Notwithstanding t we have 
insome of our'cities an insignificant number 
who would tpl down to worsbip everthing Kn- 
gliah, there is.a iarwe generous repregensative 
class of Americans, for whom one of the very 
ablest of American journalists thas. forcibly 
speaks: Om, 

“ Nevertheless, behind this squad of would-be 
cockueys there is a great body of sincere, feel- 
ing, aud thoughtful men and women in America 
who take as little stock in Giadstoae and Fors- 
ter as their torefatbers took in Pitt and tne 
Regency, repeat‘ng the Cromwellian policy, 
which, under all Governments, Liberal and 
Tory, has prevailed over Ireland. These do not 
approve the murders of Cavendish and Burke; 
but they approve just as littie the judicial and 
constabulary murders, fur these are made tbe 

wretext. They seein Mr. Parnell a cvol, reso- 
ute, and clear-beaded man fighting against vast 
odds. They see in Mr, Gladstone a weak time- 
server, whe disgraces the name of Liberal. 
They see in the London press a sewer 
for the escape of English falsehood and 
malice, and in the entire course of events in 
Ireland a reiteration of the tragic story of the 
past, a stery made up of incidents which are 
none the less fecling and pathetic because they 
lack a Grattan to speak them in prose or a 
Moore to teil them in rbhyme.’”’

‘The motion was carried and 
the convention took a recess five minutes to 
al'ow delegations to choose their committee- 
men on credentials. 

During recess Mrs. Parnell enfered the 
hall and was escorted to a seat upon the 
stage by Messrs. Mooney and Egan, and in- 
trodueed to the delegates as the inp ther of 
the great lrish leader. 

A dispatch purporting to come from the 
Pope caused amusement. It threatened to 
excommunicate any Irish Catholic attacking 
England during this convention on the 
ground of England’s liberality to ail re- 
ligions. 

On reassembling, a call of the States and 
Territories was made, each member of the 
committee responding in order. The con- 
vention then adjourned until 2:30, 

O’ Donovah-Russa Was present during the 
morning. Fora while he was seated at the 
reporters’ table, havusg been admitted as a 
representative of liis paper. Me was very 
quiet, and took notes occasionally. 

The Committee on Resolutions met at 
2:30. 

At 3:15 the convention resumed business, 
The names of the lady delegates as un- 
nounced by the Committee on Credentials 
were loudly cheered; also the names of 
John Devoy and Redpath. 


SECRETARY HYNES’ REPORT. 


Secretary Hynes read his general - state- 
ment of what the league had accomplished 
during the year. ‘The report shows that dur- 
ing the year cighty-three new branches re- 
ported to thé central office. There are now 
on the Nationfai roll 550 branehes of whose 
existence the central office has official know!l- 
edge and 289 not known officiaily. Of 550 
branches New York has 138, Massachusetts 
140, Connecticut 49, Pennsylvania 44, lowa 
28, New Jersey 19, Ohio 14, Missouri, Michi- 
fan, and Rhode Island 13 each, Lilinois 11, 
and New Hampshire 10. The total amount 
of money received by the Secretary from 
April 12, 1882, to April 25, 1883, was $79,038, Of 
this amount New York contributed $19,893, 
Massachusetts $15,721, Pennsylvaula 36,354, 
Connecticut $6,306, lilinois $1,268, New Jer- 
sey $1,916, lowa $1,354, Rhode Island $1,499. 
Donations, etc., amounted tu $4,182 and dol- 
. lar subscriptions to $6,004. The expenses of 
the year were $7,466, and the amount remit- 
ted to Lreland $66,657. The balance on hand 
at this date is $4,915. The report was re- 
ceived with much applause. 

An explanation was asked why the lecture 
expenses of Davitt, Redinan, and Parnell 
were paid by the league. It was stated by 
the Secretary that those gentiemen had given 
all the receipts of their Jlevtures to the league 
tunds, and the Central Council thought it 
only proper that their expenses be paid. 


FATHER WALSH’S REPORT. 


Father Walsh, General Treasurer of the 
league, also explained why the lecture ex- 
penses of Parnell, Davitt, and Redman were 
paid. He did not deign to answer a letter 
from an alleged Irishman, who demanded 
how he dared to pay the funeral expeses of 
oue who should be dear to every Lrishiman. 

Mr. Means, of New York, demanded the 
name of “an Irish seoundrel.” [Cries of 


** Boycott him!” ** No, no!” 

Father Walsh then read his report. The 
report shows a balance on hand Jan. 9, 1883, 
of $12,714: received from branches from 
Jan. 9 to April 9 $8,982; balance 
on hand April 9, $8,692; remitted to Ireland 
for Land@League purposes to date, $3,102: 
tor the Irish relief fund, $23,652; balance on 
hand now, $4,915. He also made a statement 
in regard to certain moneys sent him for the 
widow Walsh, an LIrish moth@r, one of whose 
sons had been hanged and the other sen- 
tenced to penal servitude for life. He said 
every Lrishman believed these boys guiltless, 
and, whatis more, while their own noble 
mother knew them innocent, and even knew 
the guilty parties, she was too patriotic 9 
turn informer, as **some ignoble viliaijs” 
were doing, He took counsel from Pareell 
about the matter, and remitted for herDen- 
efit $876. Having read as a part’ of his 
report a rather sensational letier «Tom an 
Irish Bishop (Duggan, of Clonferp, Who de- 
nounced England’s policy of tw#ing arable 
Irish land into pasture-land as “pagan” and 
“demented,” Father Walsh Closed his re- 
port. Lt was referred to the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

All resolutions were ordered referred with- 
out reading to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. 

The following Auditing Committee was 
appointed: The Rey. Dr. Riley, ol Mieh i- 
gan; Thomas H. Doverty, of Massachusetts; 
and Dr. J. W. Casey ot New York. 

The Illinois delegation failed to have read 
a report of certajn noneys they raised, 

Mr. Burn, of Ohio, moved that one dele- 
gate from each State constitute a committee 
to prepare a pian of merger with the N ation- 
al Irish League to meet in convention to- 
morrow. He said the word “land” 
was peculiarly dear to the Ohio 
meu, but pe wanted to be in harmony with 
the [risb National League. and boped the 
Chair would appoint a comwmittee to consider 
the best means to this end. 

Mr. O’Bryan, of New York, eloquently sec- 
on¢ced the motion, eulogizing the Land 
League, but declaring that the time has come 
© adopt the Dublin National platform with- 
out adding 6r removing a pvilank, and so to 
follow wherever the wen of Ireland lead.

Upon reassembling, President Mooney 
stated that business must be closed this 
evening. 

On motion of Father McKenna, of Massa- 
chusetts, the réport of Col. Collins, of Massa- 
chusetts, of the comniittee appointed to wait 
on President Arthur at the last convention

Col. Collins said that pending diplomatic 
negotiations Arthur said he could not give 
any answer, but when the time came for 
action he (the President) would be found on 
the right side. :

THOMAS BRENAN. 

Pending the report of the Conference Com- 
mittee. Thomas Brennan, Secretaty of the 
Irish National League, addressed the Con- 
vention. He said it was four years since a 
meeting heid in an Irish town inaugurated 
the land war of Ireland. He compared Ire- 
land’s present independent spirit with its 
then servitude and sycopbaney. These four 
vears had certainly not been in vain. They 
had prevented the recurrence of those 
scenes of 1847, which disgraced Ireland 
and appalled humanity. The creed of man- 
hood had taken the place of the litany of 
slaves in Ireland. The Land Leagues of the 
United States had effected this change. The 
time had come when the begging-box should 
cease to be passed around. If Irishmen con- 
tinued to give tp to a useless and indolent 
class the fruit of their own toil, which they 
should keep for themseles, let them ‘bear the 
fruits of their own folly and crime. The 
power of the landlords over the minds of the 

ople was now completely broken. The 

and League had saved $20,000,000 to the 
producers of Ireland, had wrung astounding 
concessions from the English Parliament 
and had created a spirit which laughed 
at dungeons and does not fear 
the gallows, a spirit which would yet put an 
end not only to agrarian landlordism, but 
to all landlordism which England claims to 
exercise over Ireland. The name of the 
Land League might cease to be heard, but 
its spirit must not cease to move abroad. 
Every shred of landlordism nfust be swept 
outof lreland. Previous to the Land League 
movement it was hard to stir the farmers of 
jreland. ‘The Land League aroused them to 
realize that they have a country. There is 
now no disunion in Ireland. All are agreed 
that Irish landiordism is bad, and that Irish 
landiordism must go. 
FATHER CONATY’S REPORT.

| Committee, presented a report with resolu- 


tions. He said the committee decided not to 
report a planof merger or method of dis- 
organizing the Land League, but would 
leavé it to the convention to agree on such 
aplan.

Myles O’Bryau moved that this Land 
Leagne Convention now step on the plat- 
form of the Irish National League and 
abandon its organization, so Parnell might 
say as brennan said here tonight, with the 
odor of Euglish prisons around him, * Well 
done, good and faithful servants.”’

PATRICK EGAN. 

While O’ Bryan was thus engaged Patrick 
Egan was introduced. He said he was proud 
to meet so many of his friends of the Ameri- 
can Lang League, with whom he had so 
often corresponded, and to greet them in 
person as he had so often in writing. The 
movement in Lreland bégan entirely on con- 
stitusional grounds, and when it for a time 
had control of the country, crime almost 
ceased. in 1879 and 1880 the league was at 
its greatest power in Ireland, and distress 
was at its worst, crime keeping pace with the 
distress. In 1879 there were four homicides: 
in 1848 there were 181; in 1880 the homicides 
numbered 5; in 1849, 208. Philadelphia has 
one-seventh of the population of Lreland, and 
there were in 1879 in this city forty-nine mur- 
ders, while there were only four in Lreland. 
In 1880 there were in Philadelphia thirty- 
four murders; in Ireland five. That, misera- 
ble mountebank politician, Forster, says 
crime followed in the steps of the Land 
League. In sight of Heaven, he (Egan) 
charged ail the crimes since (881, when the 
Coercion act was passed, to  En- 
gland. Since he (Egan) was Treas- 
urer of the Land .League he had 
handied $245,000, aad the Land League 
had reeeived froxt all sources $985,000, a 
total of $1,230,000, of which nearly a million 
came from the lrishmen of America. No 
nan, woman, of Child who ever contributed 
acent to that find had ever questioned its 
accounts. Some disappointed biackmailers 
did so in vam. 

O’BRYAN’S MOTION.

NATIONAL LEAGUE, 
: ITS OBJECTS. | 

In view of the organization today of an 
American lrish National League, for the 
future government of those séeking reform 
in [rish Government, we reproduce the 
program, of the Irish National League 
adopted {t Dublin on the 17th of October, 
1882, It will be seen that its objects and pur- 
poses are entirely different from those of the 
program proposed by the American dyna- 
mites: 

Resolved, That association be formed to

1. National Self-Government. 

2. Land Law Reform.

That the objects of the league be defined as 
follow:

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TEA INSPECTOR. 
AN ANGRY CHICAGOAN.,. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—[Special. | — 
Further inquiry at the Treasury as to the 
appointment of a Tea Inspector for Chicago 
shows that no decision has yet been reached. 
The only information that the appointment 
clerk could give was that a person had been 
designated but not yet appointed. It was 
uscertained from other quarters that the per- 
son designated was from New York.

NEW YORK NOT ANXIOUS TO FURNISH AN 

EXPERT FOR CHICAGO. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—No ap- 
pointment has. yet been made by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of Tea Inspector for the 
City of Chicago under the provisions of the 
bill passed at the last session of Congress, 
entitled “ Anact to prevent the importation 
of adulterated and spurious teas.’’ Secretary 
Folger said today that the statements receni- 
ly published to the effect that efforts have 


been made to secure the agpcretmens of a. 


man from New York as Tea-Inspector at 
Chicago were entirely without foundation. 
He had not, he said, been approached by 
any merchant of New York City or 
by the representative of any such merchant 
with reference to this appointment, nor had 
he consulted with anv person from that State 
in the matter. In selecting a Tea Inspector 
for Chicago he would, he said, be governed 
entirely by the recommendations of the cus- 
toins officers in that city. ‘The latest infor- 
mation he had received from there was to 
the effect that much difficulty had been ex- 
perienced in finding a resident of the city 
properly qualified for the place who was 
willing to accept the appointment. . 


REVENUE STAMPS. 
THE RULES FOR THEIR REDEMPTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has issued a 
circular, setting forth the law with regard to 
the redemption of internal revenue checks 
and proprietary stamps, and announcing the 
regulations to govern such redemption. The 
most important of these regulations are the 
following: ; 

Check and general proprietary stamps will be 
redeemed at their face value, leas 5 per centum; 
private die proprietary stamps at their face 
value, less 5 or 10 per centum; according to the 
rate of commission allowed on their purchases. 

Stamps may be changed for other check or 
proprietary stamps of equal value until July L 

In cases where claims for the redemption 
of unprinted stamps are allowed prior to 
July 1 the blanks upon which the stamps are 
printed will be destroyed. In cases of such 
claims allowed on or after July 1 the blanks 
will be destroyed unless the claimant shall 
specially request their return, in which case 
the word “‘re deemed ” will be impressed on 
the check or draft. and the blanks, with the 
stam ps so ca nceled, will be returned to the 
claimant by registered mail, free of expense, 
unless he shall otherwise direct, in which 
casé they will be returned at his expense. In 
cases Of rejected claims the stamps are al- 
ways returned to the claimant.

sented the pona-fide owner or duly au- 
thorized agent or representative of such 
owner. 

In view of the limitation imposed by the 
statute upon the presentation of claims for 
the redemption of stamps, it will be necéssary 
to submit evidence with each claim as to the 
date @n which the stamps were purchased 
from the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
or “Stamp Agent.”’ 


RICE-MEAL. 
SECRETARY FOLGER’S DECISION FAVORABLE 
TO THE BREWLNG INTERESTS. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 25.—[Special.}]— 
Secretary Folger made a decisjon today fa- 
vorable to the brewing interesis on the ques- 
tion of the classification for import duties of 
kernels or grains of rice broken into frag- 
ments. He holds that “ grain-rice ” does not 
fall within the designation of * rice cleaned ”’ 
in the present tariff; that it is not covered by 
the similitude clause of the Tariff bill, and is 
liable to duty only at 20 per cent ad valorem 
as an article manufactured in whole or in 
part. This destroys the efforts of 
Talmage’s Sons, rice importers of New 
York, Charleston, and New Orleans, to 
create a monopoly by increasing the 
duty on granulated rice from 20 per cent ad 
valorem, equal to halfacent per pound, to 
two and a half cents per pound, on the argu- 
ment that granulated rice-meal is composed 
largely of unbroken rice, and should pay 
duty as whole rice. They claimed that in- 
jury would be done the Southern rice culti- 
vation if certain samples laid before the Sec- 
retary were imported at 20 per cent ad 
valorem, and tried to convince him that 
Congress, by the term of “rice-meal,”’ 
meant rice bran, an_ article used 


for eeding cattle, and worth 
25 cents per bushel, a specimen 


Bullock, representing the brewers and im- 

rters, placed the matter in such a plain 
ight before Secretary Folger that the argu- 
ments made by the Talmages’ counsel went 
for naught, and the decision of today was in 
their favor. 

Mr. Bullock said this evening that he had 
riow waiting in New York twenty-three car- 
loads of granulated rice, ordered by Cincin- 
nati firms some time ago, which he would de- 
liver at once without increasing the price. 
* Had Secretary Folger’s decision been in 
favor of the Talmages,” said Mr. Bullock, “I 
would have been compelled to pay $20,000 
duty on that one lot, and the brewers would 
have to pay justdouble the present rate. 
The Secretary, however, has fairly and hon- 
estly decided the matter, and there will be no 
monopoly. The importance of this decision 
to the trade will be appreciated,”’ continued 
Mr. Bullock, *“ when itis remembered that 
the United States is unable to supply the de- 
mand. Tat ~@ ee the census of 1880 there 
were oply 39,902 barrels of granulated rice 
produced—and one firm in Milwaukee alone 
took half of this. To supply the remain- 
der, with the present duty of 20 per cent 
ad valorem, we have been enabled to import 
into. the port of New York for eleven and a 
half months ending Dec. 15, 1882, 11,555,520 
pounds of rice-flour and granulated rice- 
meal, valued at $260,000, and paying a uty 
of $52,000. The demand for this lower qual- 
ity of rice is increasing faster than the South- 
ern States can supply it, and, as is evident, 
they would have to more than double their 
supply to equal the demand, but this would 
leave them without a market for the better 


grades.”’ 

Mr. Bullock, in reply to the question as to 
whether the use of rice in beer was un- 
healthy, revlied: “* Notatall. A smali per 
cent is added to the barley malt, thereby pro- 
ducing a light amber-colored beer, lively and 
brilliant, having a delicate and ‘round 
taste: but if the proposed duty had been 
established it is very likely that injurious 
and deleterious substances might have been 
used instead of rice to attain this end. 


POSTAL NOTES. 


HEME 
HAT IS EXPECTED OF THE NEW 8sC 
ns OF THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


asHineton, D. C., April 22.—The 
Pod that the Post-Office Department is 

ut to issue a postal note 
a money in smail and fractional sums leads 
some to the supposition that the registry sys- 
tem is likely. between this and ‘the money- 
order system, to fall into decay. The Post- 
Office Department people, however, say No. 


The registry system has gone on increasing 
since the money-order system was intro- 


uced, and is now doubling itself every five 
years. “No,” sald one of the officials 
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“T have no doubt of it. It has gone stead- 
ily forward undérthe pressure of the money- 
order system, and .is now increasing at the 
rate of about 20 per cent a year. No, I don’t 


the new postal note.” 

“How many registered letters are sent 
through the mails in the year ? ” 

** About 10,000,000,” 

“ And are there many losses? The Gov- 
ernment does not, I believe, hold itself re- 
sponsible for regisiered lecters ?”’ 

* No, it does not, yet it makes every effort 
to protect them and to recover those that are 
lost, compelling those who are caught steal- 
ing to refund the money where such opera- 
tion is possible, and, altogther, making the 
system almost absolutely safe. Only one 
letter in every 13,000 is lost.” 

** How do you account for the fact that the 
registry system continues to grow against 
the money order system, which is absolutely 
safe?” 3 
** The principal reason, I suppose, is the 
tact that, of the 50,000 post-offices in the 
United States, on! about 6,000 are money- 
order offices, while the registry system 
reaches every one of them.” 


ARCHITECT HILLEL 
THE VACANCY IN THE COMMITTEE NOT YET 
FILLED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 25.—Secretary 
Folger has not yet filled the vacancy created 
by the resignation of Assistant-Solicitor 
Robinson from the Hill Investigating Com- 
mittee, consequently nothing was done at 
the adjourned meeting today except to post- 
pone further proceedings until the vacancy 
shall have been filled, which may not be ac- 
complished before next Monday. The 
department has no fund from which 
to compensaie an “outsider” for 
service on the committee, and 
some difficulty is anticipated in securing a 
suitable person willing to give his time to the 
work gratuitously. It was unofficially sug- 
gested this morning that Murch be invited to 
serve. Assistant-Solicitor Robinson, whom 
Murch objected to on the ground of his al- 
leged partiality,asserts that so far from being 
a personal friend of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, he has never spoken to Hill except in re- 
gard to matters requiring official intercourse. 

SHUTTERS UP. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 25.—The follow- 
ing letter bearing upon the charges against 
Supervising Architect Hill has been torward- 
ed to Washington:

A STALWART WAIL. 


THE REMOVAL OF FOUR CABINET OFFICERS 
DEMANDED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—The Sun- 
day organ of the disgruntled New York 
Stalwarts remarks: ** There are four changes 
in the Cabinet that should occur inmediate- 
ly on the return of the President from his 
Florida excursion. These are successors to 
Frelinghuysen, Folger, Brewster, and Chand- 
ler. This interesting list comprises one 
dotard, one debauchee, one sot, and one ras- 
cal. There is little reason to doubt 
that the four members ot the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet above named are almost 
certain to vacate the place they should 
have never been called to before the next 
National Convention of the Republican party. 
The sooner they are disposed of the better 
the country and the Republican party will 
be pleased.” It also suggests the removal 
of Robertson, because he is a Half-Breed, and 
then remarks: “But who shall succeed 
Folger and Robertson? ‘There is a man in 
New'‘York City, a capable, quiet, resolute 
man, who made many of the best pages of 
the country’s later history, who, next to 
Abraham Lincoln, did most to preserve the 
scrim of the Union, and who has twice 
been chief magistrate of the United States. 
‘This man is patriot enough to sink personal 
feeling and serve his country and party in 
this supremely critical time, as successor to 
Folger. The name of this man is Ulysses 8. 
Grant.. There is plenty of material in the 
State and City of New York that would pro- 
duce a good successor to Robertson. Will 
the Presidentserve his country and party by 
retiring Folger and Robertson from the pub- 
lic service ? ”’

Two unsophisticated stonemasons came 
from Goble & Messermith’s job, on 
the electric-light building, corner of 
Clinton and Van Buren streets, with master 
masons’ cards, showing they had been work- 
ing for $1.75 per day. Some one had written 
“scabs”? on the cards. They were informed 
that they had gotteninto the wrong pew, 
and were sent back to the masters, as the 
strikers say they don’t want such men in the 
union. .Two more of the same class came in 
to the union headquarters from Loolo’s job. 

The unionists are taking a new tack in re- 
gard to the men from ower places whom 
they bring into the union. Instead of leav- 
ing them to roam around doing nothing, with 
a prospect of going back to the bosses, they 
send them outof thecity to outside jobs, 
and keep their own imen here whom they 
can trust. Six of the proselytes went to 
Peoria and two to Kansas City yesterday. 

THE MASTERS. 

The masters heid a large and enthusiastic 
meeting yesterday afternoon, which lasted 
until neariy 7 o’clock. It transpired that the 
smaller contractors, especially the German 
element in the bosses’ association, are get- 
ting very tired of the continuance of the 
strike. inkier, Downey, McDermott, and 
Loolo are among the worst dissatisfied ones, 
but the manner in which oneof the bosses 
was hauled over the coals for compromising 
when arrests of strikers were made at his 
job for intimidation probably stiffened the 
packbone of the discontented Ones. He got 
off easy by saying that the friends of the 

arties arrested worked on his feelings and 

e hadn’t the heart to prosecute them. 

A resolution pledging the support of every 
member of the association to the principles 
laid down at the beginning of the fight and 
te stand by them until the end of time was 
passed with but two dissenting voices out of 
the sixty members present. 

A good deal of sport was had at the ex- 
pense of the bricklayers on account of a 
common laborer who was sent to the union 
from Mr. Griftin’s job on Thirty-fifth street 
and to whom the bricklayers gave a card as 
a first-class nyason. 

THE FIRST BLOOD. 

About 6 o’clock last night the first blood 
was shed since the struggle began. A brick- 
layer who had been to the union several 
times and got money, again returning to 
work for the bosses, went to work on the 
electric light building and had made his 
boast that he would play the same dodge on 
the union again when he wanted money. 
Several of the bricklayers, loaded up with bad 
whisky, waited for him and acompanion who 
had also done some loud talking, and when 
they came off the work pounced upon and 
beat them. Nota striker was in sight when 
the Desplaines street patrul arrived. ' The 
two men were taken home by the patrol, and 
the policeman on that beat dispersed the cu- 
rious throng. The police are very reticent 
about the matter, and declife to give the 
names of the men who were used up, so that 
it is impossible to give the extent of their in- 
juries. 

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

Ata meeting of the Knights of Labor As- 
seinbiy of Bricklayers, No. 1754. in Odd- 
Fellows’ Hall last night, a deputanan from 
Brieckmakers’ Assembly, No. 1771, of the 
Knights were present, and contributed $100 
from their assembly. The question of arbi- 
tration in accordance with the rules of 
Knighthood was discussed, and the opinion 
generally prevailed that some steps towards 
arbitration should be taken. 


Railroad Coal-™iners Talking a Strike 
Very Vigorously. 

Pirrsspure, Pa., April 25.—[Special.|— 
Operators do not think the action of the 
railroad coal-miners yesterday will result in 
a general strike. They say there is an im- 
portant difference between the situation last 
year and that of this. Last season there was 
not a pit working at the reduction when the 
convention declared a strike; but now, with 
comparatively few exceptions, the railroad 
pits are working at the lowered prices. The 
strike Was ordered for May 1, instead of 
forthwith as reported. 

Secretary Flannery, of the Miners’ Associ- 
ation, said this evening: **At the time ap- 
pointed every railroad mine in this district 
will shut down. .This step has been duly 
considered, and the operators will soon find 
upon their hands the most determined strike 
that they have ever encountered. The pits 
will answer the call when the time arrives, 
and the employers will discover that the 
miners of this district are not to be kept un- 
Ger foot at the will of our boss.”’ 

Tomorrow acomplete plan of the campaign 
will be mapped at the meeting of the dele- 
gates to be held at the miners’ headquarters. 
The workers are firm in the conviction that 
the cratt will take their stand at the time in- 
dicated, 


The Cicarmakers. 

New Yor«, April 25.—([Special.]|—The 
strippers employed in the Cuban and Span- 
ish cigar manufactories throughout the city 
this morning demanded an increase of three 
cents per carat for wrappers and two cents 
per carat for fillers, This increase would 
amount to about 80 cents per 1,000 cigars. 
At the headquarters of the Independencia 
Association, this morning, it was said that 
three more shops had agreed to give the ad- 
vance asked by the men, and at the head- 
quarters of the Gremio de Tabaqueros it 
was said that two shops, -one in East Tenth 
street and the other in Williamsburg, had 
also agreed to give the $2 increase in wages. 
All the large mannfacturers of domestic 
cigars, as distinguished from Cuban cizar 
manufactarers, have agreed to give their 
men the increase of $1 per 1,000 asked by 
them on and after the Ist of May. 


The report that was circulated yesterday 
in conjunction with the.other labor troubles, 
that the cigarmakers were prepared to strike 
today for $2 per 1,000, even where the map- 
ufacturers were willing to pay the first ad- 
vance of $i asked by the Eastern men, was 
found upon investigation to be entirely un- 
founded. The society here is waiting to hear 
from the union in New York before taking 
any action whatever, and. was expecting a 
letter of instructions yestewlay, which prob- 
ably gave rise to the rumor.

HANDY’S DOWNFALL. 


A Fatlure with No Debts and No Credits. 

A suspension which has been anticipated 
for some time occurred on thé Board of 
Trade yesterday. The unfortunate specu- 
lators were the commission firm of Handy, 
Richardson & Co., with offices on the State 
street frontof the Palmer House. The sus- 
pension forms a new and unexpec phase 
of failures in general. One looks in vain for 
alist of angry and dissapointed creditors 
and in their place finds a debit list. There 
appears to be no assignment, no creditors, 
and, as might be expected in such a case, no 
customers. In brief, the failure or suspen- 


siom was caused by a settled conviction on -: 


the Board of ‘Trade that the firm 
was unsafe to deal with, and its custom 
dwindled to nonentity. Another aspect of 
its affairs which the general public will per- 
haps fail to grasp is that the firm went 100,- 
000 bushels shorton May wheat and 100,000 
long on June, and, owing to its suspicious 
condition, was called on both, and could put 
up ho more margins. 

The first intimation of actual sus 
occurred at 11:30 yesterday, when

all deals with the firm. he affair created 
no excitement whatever, not even 
enough conversation to interrupt 
business for a moment. No one 
owed the firm anything of consequence, nor 
did it owe ~y one. The firm of William 
Young & Co, had a bill against the suspend- 
ed house for $848 unsecured. Roach & Sher- 
man Were garnisheed for the sum, but claim 
that they owe Handy & Richardson nothing. 
Robert Lindblom was supposed te be a 
heavy creditor, but his books showed him on 
the debit side to the extent of $1,000, One 
man to fame unknown told another that the 
firm owed him $900, and that appears to be 
the highest sum owed in the city. Mr. Will- 
iam: Young seemed to express the general 
condition of things when he remarked last 
night that he had not been dealing much 
with the tirim of late. 

On careful examination it seems that the 
firm solid a lot of wheat from $1.10 down for 
May delivery. The market turned on them 
and went up to $L14. They then bought 
June wheat as a hedge against the May 
shorts, but were unabie to margin their deals 
and closed up. 

Bensley & Wagner, supposed to be credit- 
ors, state that they are out about $75. They 
had bought 15,000 bushels of the firm, unde- 
livered, which they should simply have to 
repurchase elsewhere. Mr. L. L. Kellogg 
claims to be a creditor to the extent of $300, 
owing to the failure of Bensley & Wagner to 
collect of the firm the day before. It seems 
on the whole that if the firm owes anything 
it is outside of the city. 

THE JANUARY DEAL. 

A gentleman fifrnishes some information 
concerning the firm’s connection with the 
January deal. 

** Handy is a very generous man,” he said. 
“When he was running the January deal he 
let a good many of his Cincinnati friends 
into the secret after the market had ad- 
vanced freely. ‘These men were dealing 
with brokers here on the Board of Trade 
without much if any margins on the strength 
of Handy’s indorsement and his supposed 
knowledge of the deais. When the January 
deal was finally unloaded it was done so 
rapidly that none of the parties  in- 
terested had a chance to hedge in 
their own deals, not even Handy. His 
friends lost much money in consequence; 

arhaps $50,000. Some of the brokers here 

ave held Handy responsible for the loss. 

In one instance he has given his note for 
$25,000, which is secured. It is proper to 
state, however, in order to clear Handy of 
any unjust suspicion, tuat he had no outside 
deals.”’ 

From other sources it was learned that 
some two weeks ago Handy mortgaged his 
house in Cincinnati for $25,000, which went 
as above stated. He stipulated that the 
transaction should remainsecret. The affair 
leaked out, however, when the deed was re- 
corded, and became noised abroad here, This 
knowledge, with his other connection with 
the January deal, led to general suspicion 
until of late the Board of Trade regarded 
the firm as shaky. 

Inquiry for Mr. Richardson developed the 
fact of his absence at Hot Springs. It is un- 
derstood that he will withdraw from the 
firm as soon as its present affairs are settied 
up. He is generally held in high esteem on 
the board, and no one believes him responsi- 
bie for the present predicament of the firm. 
His friends say that the private speculations 
of Mr. Handy have ruined its credit. 

Mr. Handy is a resident of Cincinnati, 
where he has a (fine house. He 
has been supposed to be worth 
$100,000, but is believed to have lost it all in 
peculiar turn-ups and turn-downs of the 
Chicago market. Like other Cincinnatians 
who have launched on the sea of speculation 


| here, his craft went down in signe of port,

Twelfth Annual Meeting at Detroit 
of the Woman’s Presbyterian 
Board of the North- 
west. 


Detrorrt, Mich., April 25.—[Special. |—The 
twelfth annffal meeting of the Woman’s 
Presbyterian Board of the Northwest began 
in this city at 9:30 a. m. today. The sessions 
are held in the Fourth Street Presbyterian 
Chureh, which has been decorated for the 
occasion with flowers, ferns, mottoes, and 
the flags of all nations. About 400 delegates 
attended the meeting this morning, with the 
President, Mrs. A. H. Hoge, of Chicago, in 
the chair. The opening exercises consisted 


of singing, reading trom the Scriptures, and 
prayer by Miss Helen Peabody, of Ox- 
ord, O., An address of welcome 
was delivered by Mrs. Dr. Morse, 
Stewart, of Detroit, and responded to by S. 
A. Bonner, of Greensburg, Ind. _ The min- 
utes of the last meeting at Minneapolis were 
read by Mrs. H. D. Penfield, of Chicago, and 
oll owed by the appointment of a Nominat- 
ing Committee, comprising Mrs. H. D. Pen- 
field, of Chicago; Mrs. J. Plankinton, of 
Milwaukee; and Mrs. D. J. Finks, of Denver. 
The minutes of the last meeting were then 


read letters of greeting from the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, . with eadquarters at 
Philadelphia, and the Board of the 
South west. The following greetings 
were delivered: Mrs. Z. Grinnell, of De 
troit, on behalf of the Baptist Society of the 
West; Mrs. Moses Sinith, of Detroit, on be- 
half of the Western (Congregational Board 
of the Interior; Mrs. F. E. York, of Detroit, 
on behalf of the Board of Methodist Mis- 
sions; and Mrs. J. Harvie, of Toronto, on 
béhalf of the Ladies’ Presbyterian Board of 
Canada. Mr. Harvie was much applauded. 
She said: “A perfect woman is a Canadian 
woinan Americanized.” 

The President next delivered her annual 
address. She said: 

ln 1854 the Rev. David Abeel, fresh from his 
mission-field in the Kast, in connection with 
Mrs. D. Bethune and Mrs. Isabelia Graham, of 
New York, attempted to rouse the women of 
this land to the importance of woman’s work 
for woman in heathen lands. The effort failed, 
but the leaven worked. In 1861 Mrs. Doremus, of 
biessed memory, organized in the City of New 
York the * Woman's Union —e Society,” 
iu which she worked with unaba zeal and 
large success till 1877, when the Lord took her to 
the Marriuge Supper of the Lamb. 
formation and success of this society woman's 
knowledge was eularged and her zeai stimulated. 
In January, 1868, tne ** Woman’s Boston Board ” 
was organized, and in the same year at Chicago 
the * Board of the Interior,” composed of Con- 
gregationsl and Presbyterian women. The 
union proved bappy in work and resuits. In 1870 
the Presbyterian Church resolved to encourage 
asimilar organization within its own bounds. 
With deep regret to — but with unimpaired 
love and contidence, it was decided to divide 
into two batids and pass over Jordan, each 
stimulating the The bas 
set His seal and the

We are in the second decade of our work, and 
there are many indications that missions are 
popular. Of the 2,085 Presbyterian churches in 
the Northwestern States and Territories, located 
within twenty-seven presbyteries, only 1.100 re- 
port forcign missionary work. Surely, there is 
not a Christian pastor in America who dis- 
countenanves this enterprise because of so much . 
home work. On our records are 1,284 auxiliaries 
and boards, forty missionaries, including three 
in our own country, and we have seut out ten 
pew teachers. Last September the following 
ladies, members of the First Presbyterian Churca 
of Chicago. went out as missionaries: Misses 
Warner, Wisburd, and Wirt to Siam; Misses 
Hesser and Garvin to Japan; Miss Harding to 
Central Africa; Mrs. J. Newton Huyes and Miés 
Farnbam to China: Miss Pendieton is preparing 
to take charge of the Debra Girls’ bools in 
India; Miss Alexander is in Persia. The Ox- 
ford College has furnished most of these work- 
ers. To some it appears that training in the 
Western Female Seminary is partial to this 
work, but Miss Peabody has said that while fifty 
of the 3,000 graduates of this institution have 
gone abroad, hundreds are eng in home 
work. This ratio must become nearly equal. 

ln the consideration of methods of work the 
Executive Committee recommend the following 
amendment to tne Constitution, to be kaown as 
Art. 13: 

“Each auxillary shall be entitled to one dele- 
gate to the annual meeting of the board. Any 
auxXxillary baving fifty members and contribut- 
ing $100 shall be entitled to a second delegate. 
Any auxillary contributing $300 or more shall 
be entitied to a third delegate. Only such dele- 
gates as are personally present, and duly 
accredited by the auxillaries which they repre- 
sent shall be entitled to vote.” 

The report was accepted and adopted.

The tornado season has fairly commenced, | had the ambition and the pluck to

Those which occurred early in the 
month at Hot Springs and Ozark, Ark., were 
comparatively harmless, though thirteen 
lives were lost and much property destroyed, 
but the Mississippi and Georgia affair was on 
a scale sufficient to entitle it to be called the 
inaugural of the season, and from now until 
August, or even September, we may look for 
sin@lar recurrences in the southwestern part 
of the country. The signal service has in- 
vestigated over 600 tornadoes with the result 
of the discovery that the late spring and | t 
summer are the periods when they are to be 
expected, the larger number occurring in 
June. This year they have commenced 
earlier than usualand at points further east 
than usual, for Kansas, .Lllinois, Missouri, 
and Iowa are the pfincipal sufferers..

emigrate to America. Bight hundred Irish 
paupers similarly “assisted” arrived in 
Boston the day before. The statement is 
made that all the available space for steer age 
passengers has been engaged on all the 
steamers of the Cunard Line for three months 
ahead. The Allan Line has a permanent 
arrangement with the British Aid Soclety to 
stop at Sligo and other points in the West of 
Irelandjto take on emigrants at the expense of 
the association. The uniform policy of the 
Government commission and the Emigrant 
Aid Societies is to direct the better class of em- 
igrants to the British colonies and te send 
the most heipless and impoverished to the 
United States. - 

The British Government contemplates still 
further efforts in the same direction. In 
calling attention to the distress in Ireland, 
Lord Dunraven urged in the House of 
Lords the adoption of ah emigration 
scheme of a much larger scale than 
that which is now fi operation. Lord 
Lansdowne supported the proposition and 
stated that there are a quarter of a million 
tenants, including a million and a haif of 
people, in Ireland ‘‘ whose holdings are una- 
ble to support them even if they paid no 
rents.”’ He failed to state the reason for this 
extraordinary condition of things. It is be- 
cause the landlords owning the rich plains of 
Eastern Ireland prefer to use them for cattle 
and sheep raising, and, as a consequence, the 
Irish peasants are huddled together in the 
more sterile portions of Western Ireland in 
such masses that the land will not give forth 
sufficient for their sustenance and their rack 
rents. To humor the landlords and con- 
tribute to their greater profit and luxury the 
English Government proposes to furnish 
funds for transporting the impecunious Irish 
and their families to this country, and there- 
after abandon them to their fate or to Amer- 
ican charity. The English statesmen may 
satisfy their own consciences as to the hu- 
manity of sucha policy; but it may become 
hecessary for the Americans to protect them- 
selves against British landlord greéd and im- 
position, ~ 

The tendency of Irish immigrants to this 
country is to aggrezate in the cities and 
towns.

sume agricultural pursuits in a eountry 
which woulda yield them a-bountiful return 
| for all the labor they should expend. They 
, come without trades and empty-handed, and 
are not prepared with implements to go to 
farming or even the means to locate in agri- 
cultural districts. They are penhiless and 
helpless in any city or town where thé Brit- 
ish Selfish Fund may happen to dump them. 
Their first resource is to “squat” in the 
outlying districts of the cities or liuddle to- 
| gether in quarters where earlier comers have 
| already established a nucleus fora squalid 
colony, and then look to charity and occa- 
sional employment at day-labor for a pre- 
carious. subsistence. ‘Their progress is. to- 
wards politics and rum-selling, and in the 
meantime’ their children grow up as hood- 
lums. This is the life to which the English 
einigration sucieties and ‘the British Land 
'Commission consign them. When théy 
come to this country of their own motion and 
upon their own resources they are disposed 
to help themselves forward; when they are 
sent as paupers they expect to be taken care 
of by soinebody else. 

The system of assisted and enforced emi- 
| gration from Ireland is almost certain to im- 
| pose gréat hardships not only upon the emi- 
| grants themselves but upon the American 
people. The prospect for industrial depres- 
sion and hard times is unfortunately neither 
dim nor remote, and if the American people 
are to be charged with the support of a quar- 
ter or half a tnillion of penniless and help- 
| less Irish immigrants, including the aged, 
| infirm, and young children, it will be neces- 
sary for the Government to consider more 
stringent measures for vreventing the En- 
glish Government and its wealthy classes 
from using the United States as a dumping- 
ground for thé refuse of Ireland who are 
denied the right of existence in their native 
land by English greed and oppression. 


HIGH LICENSE IN GERMANY. 

Agitation against the abuses of the liquor 
traffic is not confined tothis country. Nearly 
all the nations of Europe recognize drunken- 
ness as a growing evil, and the National and 
Municipal Legislatures, as well as private 
organizations, are engaged in discussing and 
devising means for the repression of excesses. 
‘LHe TRIBUNE has already given accounts of 
these movements in Russia and Sweden, and 
now it is reported that a national association 
has been organized in Germany under the 
title of “The German Soeiety Against the 
Abuse of Spirituous Liquors,” which bas the 
active cobperation of someof the most em- 
inent men in wie Enpire, and proposes to 
inove for Government as well as social meas- 
ures df repression. This orgatiization is not 
what would be called a teinperance society 
in this country; it recognizes fully the appe- 
tite for stimulants, and discourages every ef- 
| fort in the direction of total abstinence; but 
it seeks ‘to awaken into life legal measures 
for eombating the abuse of alcohol.” 

Ata pretiminary meeting held recently at 
the City Park Hall of Cassel, which was nu- 
merously attended by State officers from near- 
ly all the German countries, a number of de- 
tails were agreed upon for social and gov- 
erniental repression of alcoholic excesses. 
Chief among these was the recommendation 
of high municipal taxation (what is- knewn 
as “high license” among us) and au in- 
creased tax on the manufacture of brandy, 
which Is the general term for strove drink, 
used in much the same meaning #8 we use 
the word whisky. The exteéessive number of 
saloons was pointed out unifermly a8 con- 
iributing to the excessive consumption of 
strong drink, and it Was whanimously 
azreed “The society ought, first of all, look 
to the lessening of the number of saloons,” 
In Berlin it was estimated that (here was one 
saloon to every 100 inhabitants, in Bremen 
one to every 150, and so on. The new saloon 
law of Holland was urged as a fit example to 
be imitated; it limits the numberof saloons 
in jarge cities to one for every 500 
inhabitants. The Gdtenborg system (Swe- 
den) fites the average at one saloon 
for every 1,000 persons, and this was brought 
about through the exertions of a society sim- 
ilar to that which has been organized in Ger- 
many. In Holland the number of saluons 
was lessened by 12,000 during the year 1851; 
and the results in both Holland aad Sweden 
show what good work may be flone by a 
moderate regulation of the liquor traffic. 

Among the measures variously urged were 
the following: A deerease in the tmport tax 
ov tea and coffee corresponding to the in- 
crensé of tax on jiquoz; a stricter enforce- 
ment of existing laws against drunkenness; 
the formation of societies fur the purchase of 
saloons to be ran on the Swedish plan: pre- 
vention of aduiteration and a perfection in 
the metheds of distilling whisky, ete. But 
‘inereased municipal taxation was agreeti to 
unanimously asithe most effective means for 
of excesses and abuses. 
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the repression 

Special attention was directed to the 
fact that in Elsass-Lothringen (Elsace 
and Lwrraitie) the number of saloons 


had recently bean reduced from 14,090 to 10,- 
000, and the smaller groggeries had largely 
beenvooted out of existence by an increase 
in saloon liceses. A motion to send Com- 
wissioners to $Weden and Holland to famil- 
jarize theinséWes with the system of regula- 
tioh which hés been so suécessfally inaugu- 


a high-license plan was made the basis of 
operations. 

The application of this agitation In Ger- 
many to the situation iu this country is ob- 
vious. Wherever in the United States high 
license is proposed as a remedy: for the excess 
of saloons and the abuses of the liquor traflic 
the most violent opposition is encountered 
among citizens of foreign origin, and espe- 
cially those of German nativity. It is curious 
that this should be so’ at the very time 
the best elements of German society and 
many of the men intimately associated 


upon precisely the same line for the repres- 
sion ot alcoholic excesses in that country. 
There is no doubt that the movement for high 
license in Germany will be successful, for 
the regulation of saloons and the subordina- 
tion of the liquor traffic to the public wel- 
fare is clearly recognized by the German peo- 
ple and in the German laws. In most of the 
local systems of government in Germany 


the municipal councils, the location of sa- 
loons is regulated. by the police, Sunday 
closing in part or altogether is the prevailing 
practice, saloons are prohibited within cer- 
tain distances from factories, schools, and 
chutches, and various othef regulations in 
vogue attest the popular recognition of the 
justice and desirability of police control. If 
the belief has gained ground that high license 
is also necessary to a proper restraint of the 
liquor traffic, that rule will be established 
speedily and thoroughly. Why is _ it, 
then, that the Germans in the large 
cities of this country range themselves 
solidiy against thé high-license policy? If 
that policy be advisable for théir own coun- 
try, where existing laws already provide 
strict regulation of saloons unknown to 
American laws, certainly it is much more 
important for American cities, where it will 
be the only element of restraint. The Ger- 
man citizens of this country have not given 
the matter the consideration which it deserves. 
They have allowed theinselves to be influ- 
enced by their political leaders, the German 
brewers, and German saloonkeepers to take 
4 position -which their own judgment will 
not approve when they give the subjeet 
proper thought. A liniitation of the number 
of saloons to the actual demands of the 
drinking classes, which will be the result of 
an adequate license, will be as much in the 
interest of the German citizens as a class as 
it will be in the interest of all other sober, 
industrious, and orderly people: and the 
movement of theirown people in the Vater- 
land in the same direction ought to set them 
to thinking for themselves independently of 
the saloon interests ahd their political 
leaders. 
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WHAT GOOD HAS IT DONE? 

Stoppages of iron-mills, reductions of 
wages, strikes of workingmen, heavy fail- 
ures of iron manufacturers, and, last and 
most significant, a drop to $20aton of the 
price of pig-iron, which wks $26 in January, 
1882, are the present features of the iron 
business. These would @xelte attention in 
any event, but there is one circumstance 
that makes them particularly noteworthy. 
This is, that the country has been faxing 
itself from garret to cellar, from the parior 
to the kitchen, for twenty-two yearsin the 
most burdensome mantier to make the iron- 
manufacturers a present of everlasting pros- 
perity. The country was told that to give 
high wages to the ironworkers and stability 
to the manufacturers it must allow itself to 
be taxed on every ton of iron it used, whether 
made abroad or at home. Taxitself it ac- 
cordingly did, right heroically. Agd now 
the falling wages of the ironworkers and 
the wreckage of iron-mills raise tha ques- 
tion, What good has the Sacrifice done ? 

Not even the iron men claim that their dis- 
tress is due to the recent paltry reductions in 
the tariff. The repert recently issued by the 
American Iron & Steel Association states 
that the present difficulties began in .1882, and 
were attributable. to areaction from excessive 
railroad building, to political complications, 
and to overproduction, They reproach Uon- 
gress for reducing the tax on iron, but do not 
give the lowering of the duty any but a 
minor place among the causes of the present 
collapse. 

A more signal instance of the failure of 
the prosperity-by-taxation theory to work in 
practice could not be found. All that was 
promised has failed of fulfillment. The 
country, itis true, has cheap iron, but it is 
the cheapness that flows from a ruinous 
overstimulation of our producing power. It 
is the cheapness of panic, net the cheaphess 
of healthtul competition and improved proc- 
esses. It is a cheapness that is being used 
all over the country by the employers to 
cheapen labor. “We must,’ they are say- 
ing, ‘‘take less for ouriron. You must take 
less for your labor.” The iron tariff was to 
make wages high. We see it working before 
our very eyes to make them low. 

“It is a pity we ever had protéction,”’ Mr. 
A. 8, Hewitt, the great iron manufacturer, 
said in an interview the other day upon the 
decline in the price of iron. He continued: 


. The recent legisiation in Cungress on the 
tariff? has bad no effect whatever on the iron 
trade, and the iron trade is the thermometer of 
all trade in this country. The price of pig-iron 
bas been continually going Gown, and down, and 
duwn, but notin the open market. Only thuse 
who knew the inside prices couid buy low. It 
has been bought low for three months. As to 
the gause of che decline, the capacity to produce 
pig-iron has been increased beyond the capacity 
of consumption. All pig-irun dealers are losing 
money. Our tirm ts losing movey. The Thomas 
Iron Companys is losing money. We are ali seil- 
ing Out because we can’t afford to hold it. The 
weak tirms must go to the wall. 


The weak firms, like the weak working- 
men, mnust go to the wall. The great capi- 
talists can aiways protect themselves. With 
past profits accumulated in their pockets 
they can look calmiy on the temporary 
break in the flow ot fresh profits. They can 
endure the loss of interest running against 
them, But the workingman ttiust work or 
starve. His possibility of saving has been 
eaten up by the taxes he has had to pay one 
syndicate or another “to protect” them in 
manufacturing dear clothing, dear salt, dear 
coal, dear railroads. What inight have been 
accumulated in his pockets has been by the 
tariff-transferred to theirs. if the working- 
men of this country recall thé promises made 
to them for subniitting to be taxed on every- 
thing “for protection,” and fook around 
them for the fruits of fulfillment, what satis- 
factory answer can they find to the question, 
What good has it done ?

PRUSSIA AND THE POPE. 
ACCESSIONS TO THE ULTRAMONTANE PARTY. 

BERLIN, April 25.—The Polish portion of 
the Progressist and Secessionist members of 
the Chamber of Deputies will support a mo- 
tion of Herr Windthorst relative to the con- 


treversy with the Vatican for the removal of : 


the restrictions on the saying of mass. The 
position of the Minister of Worship ts con- 
idered shaken. 

The motion of Herr Windthorst was dis- 
enssed in the Chamber today. 

Herr Von Gossler, Minister of Worship, 
dwelt upon the conciliatory disposition of 
the Government, which,’ he said, the motion 
tended to infpede. The wishes of the Gov- 
ernment were in harmony with the motion, 
although there were differences with regard 
to detail, A note from the Vatican, he said, 
had been received last week, to which Prince 
Bisitiarck, in perfect accord with the views 
of the Goverhwent, had drawn upa reply 
which was now before the Emperor. It was 
hoped that an understanding between Prus- 
sia ahd the Vatican will be thus possible. 

The Deutsche Jageblatt says: “The ah- 
swer of Prussia to the letter of Cardinal 
Jacobini, Papal Secretary of State, has been 
submitied to the Emperor. It states that 
certain penal elauses of the objectionabie 
laws might be abolished if the Vaticah would 
consent to make concessious with regard to 
giving Notice to Prussia of clerical appoint- 
ments.’ 

After six hours’ debate Windthorst’s mo- 
tion was rejectedi 229 to 138, 

The Conservative motion expressing a 
hope that the Government weuld, when 
negotiations with the Vatican made it ap- 
pest advisable, proceedto makea revision 
of the May laws, was adopted 209 to 154, 
despite Von Gossler’s deciaration that the 
motion tended to prejudice diplomatic action.

ELIZA PINKSTON DEAD. 


The Woman Who Set Fifty Millions 
Talking Dies in a Jail. 


JACKSON, Miss., Aprii 25,—Eliza Pinkston, 
colored, who figured prominently as a wit 
ness in 1876, died in jailat Canton. She was 
buried as a pauper. 

[The hame ot Eliza Pinkston Was first brought 
into public notice Nov. 28, 1876, when she ap- 
peared before the Returning Board in New Or- 
leans to testify in regard to the Democratic out- 
rages perpetrated in Ouachita Parish at the 
time of the Presidential election. She had pre- 
viousiy made affidavits testifying to the brutal- 
ity exhibited by the bulidozers, and her 
oral testimony contained several additional 
points which tended to make a worse case 
against her persecutors. Sheeswore that 
her 7-year-old child bad been taken from 
bér bome at the time of the murder of her hus- 


band, and bad not beea seen since, Her husband 
and littieo baby were murdered on the Saturday 
preceding the election, and she berself was shot 
and cut so that ber life was despaired of. Hor 
child was kilied in her arms, and ber busbansd 
was cutin pieces before her eyes. Mrs. Pink- 
ston was bryuugnt to New Orleans under militar 
escort by a United States Deputy- Marshal to tell 
her story to thé Keturntug Board. This story 
was biood-curdling in the extreme, and made a 
visibie effect upon the members of both parties 
present,

THE GREAT TORNADO. 


Further Detalis from the Scenes of De- 
struction. 

New Ox.eans, La., April 2.—[Special.}— 
The Produce Exchange filled a requisition 
for a large amount of medical supplies and 
surgical appliances, which were shipped up 
today to Wesson. The New Orleans Auxtil- 
iary Sanitary Association and the Red Cross 
sent rélief cominittees to Wesson with in- 
structions to make sure that nothing is lack- 
ing for the sufferers that humanity can sug- 
gest.

rector of the Holy Trinity Church, 
Harlem; and the: Rev. Dr B. F. 
De Costa, rector of the Church 


of St. John, the Evangelist, were engaged iu 
formulating charges against Mr. Newton. 
At3o’clock this afternuvon these three cler- 
gymen paid a visit to Bishop Potter at his 
residence, No. 388 East Twenty-second street, 
and presented hitn with a long indictment 
against Mr. Newton, charging him with 
heresy. The Bishop received the present- 
ment ald promised to give it his attention. 
Bishop Potter declined this evening to give 
ay information im regard.to the nature 


of the presentment against Mr. New- 
ton, and Dr. Bull, when called 
upon, said that as the charges 


were now in the hands of the Bishop it 


‘would be manifestly improper for him to 


talkin regard to them. The Rev. Mr. Me- 
Kim was tinwilling to talk much about the 
oc my but he made a written stateinent 
which, he said, was intended to present the 
position taken by the presenters of the 
charges. 

THE CHARGES, 

It says in substance that there are several 
harges, and they are of a serious nature. 

ad this not been the case no presentment 
would have been made, The first charge is 
a violation of Article VIL of the Constitu- 
tion, which requires every candidate for the 
ninistry to sign the following declar- 
ation: “I do believe the Holy Script- 
ures of the Old aiid New ‘Testameits 
to be the word of God,” This declaration of 
belief Mr. Newton, having twice signed, now 
rejects, aflirming that the Bible is not the 
word of God, but only contains it, thereby 
opening the way for the wholesale rejectiun: 
of various books of the Bible, and leaving 
every matt to determine for himself how 
much of the Bible he shall accept—a position 
which is in direct conflict with the formu- 
laries and of the church. 

DOCTRIN AT. 

The second charge is, in the language 
of the canon, holding and teaching, 
publicly and acvisedly, doctrines eontra- 
ry tu that held by the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, ‘Phere are several specifications 
nniler this charge. The first is that Mr. 
Newton has taught a deetrine subversive of 
the supremacy of the Holy Scriptures as a 
rule of religious faith and moral — The 
second is that he lias virtually denied the 
livinity of Christ atid His incarnation by the 
luly Ghost of the Virgin Mary. The third 
is that be bas discredited the miracies of the 
Old and New Testaments, the fourth that hea 
148 Grfuneously stated the doctrine of the 
loly Ghest, and the fifth that he has denied 
the second advent of Curist. 

. VIOLATION OF VOWS. 

The third charge is that Mr. Newton has 
been guilty of ‘* acts which involve a breach 
of his ordination vows.’”’ Under this charge 
the specitications are: First, that in which 
when ordained to the diaconate, he declared 
= “ unfeigned belief in ali the canonical! 

criptures of the old and new Testaments”: 
second, that in which he promised to instruct 
the people counnitted to his charze out of 
the eanonical my pe and that in which 
he further promised “ aiways so to minister 
the doctrine of Christ as this chureh 
hath received the same”: _ third, 
that in which he rromised to 
be “ ready with all faithful diligence to ban- 
ish and drive away from tne church all 
erroneous and strange doctrines contrary to 
God’s word.” 

OLLA PODRIDA. 

The fourth charge embraces several of- 
fenses, committed under age or another of 
the previous heads. Under this charge are 
three specifications: . First, representing the 
religion of the Jews as;polytheistic and idola- 
trous, in factasaform of nature worship;

third, representing Christianity as the out-

Christ. 
COMMENT, 

These doctrines are in the judgment of the 
presentors destructive of the foundation 
upon which the Protestant Episcepal Church 
is built, and the publication of such opinions 
bv a clergyman of the chureh from the pul- 
pit and press under circunistances of the 
greatest notoriety has become, they hold, a 
grave svandal throughout the church. The 


presentors disclaim all desire to nar- 
row the recognized compreliensive- 
ness of the cliurch., They do not

which prey upon the aphis. The larve when 
once hatched out liberaily may be countedon 
to dévour all the lice and flies, and a singular 
fact is that they invariably appear seon atfier 
the wheat pest: Prof. Norton said a field of 
wheat might be destroyed, but the beetles 
could be counted to keep the pest from 
spreading. He also declared that he 
had found the same pest in Humboldt 
County afew ydarsago. The bull element 
in préduce exchange is making capital out of 
the scare about this bug, declaring that it it 
becomes general throughout the State the 
erop will be entirely swept away. 


RAILROAD WORKERS. 


The Philadel! phia Horse-Car Approprie¢ 
ators Arrested, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 25.—[Special. | 
—The contention between the old and new 
management of the People’s Passenger Rail- 
way culminated today in the arrest of 
George F. Work, the former President, and 
Samuei Work, his brother and a former DI 
rector of the road. ‘The Works ate charged 
by Charles J. Harrah, thé recently-elected 
President, with conspiracy to cheat, embez- 
ziement, fraud, and peculation. The amount 
alleged to haye been stolen and squandered 
is between $900,000 and $1,000,000. The his- 
tory of the Work management of the Peo- 
ple’s Railway makes a record of maifeasance 
in office that bas net been equaled in this 
city since Morton ruined the Market street- 
ear live by overissuing its stuck in 1878. 

THE SCHEME. 

George Work assumed control of the road 
in October, 1880, and continued as its Presi- 
dent till January last. Atthat time it began 
to be whispered about that the affairs of the 
road were mixed up with those of Work & 
Oo., the banking firm of which the President 
was the senior partper. Upon investigation 
it was foutid that Work & Co, were finan- 
cial agents for the road; that Work and 
his partners formed a majority of the 
Board of Directors; that the stock 
had been sold, resold, hypotheeated for the 
private debts of George F. Work and Work 
& Co., had been sold at ruinous prices in the 
open market, purchaséd by Work & Ca, as 
individuals, and in turn sold by them at 
high prices to the company. 

UNEARTHING THE MATTER. 

Having ascertained this much, the commit- 
tee felt sure that there must be a latge cash 
deficit, and yet the books showed verything 
t be right. Their balance-sheet of Dec. 51, 
iks2. showed a profit for the road of 545,000. 
A rigid examination, however, showed fatsi- 
fication in the accounts and an abselute loss 
of $10,000. From the date of this discovery 
every step taken by the kkeepers un- 
earthed more irregularities, until finally an 
actual deficit of $965,000 was made apparent. 

During this time Work bad been living ex- 
pensively, going inte suciety a great deal, 
and had bought a costly hottse ahd main- 
talned an establishment which must have 
evst from: $10,000 to $15,000 a year.

THE SENATE, 
“COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 25.—[Special.]—There 
was another rush of committee reports this 
morning. the Judiciary coming in under the 
wire several lengths ahead with its batch of 
thirteen which were acted on yesterday, to the 
great detriment of most of them. 

SECOND READING. 

Senator Berggren’s bill adding certain qualifi- 
cations for the office of County Superintendent 
of Schools was read a second time, the com- 
mittee amendments adopted, and the ill 
ordered to third reading. The principal addi- 
tional quuliticauion is that the ambitious candi- 
date shall be 25 years of age, shall bave bud at 
least twelve months’ practical experience as a 
teacher in public scbovuls, and sbali at the time 
of his eiection bavea valid certificate of quali- 
fication from the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction or a diploma secured froma State 
Normal School upon graduation from the regu- 
lar course of instruction, or a degree granted to 
bim ob graduation from the regular course of 
academic or scientific instruction by some 
chartered college or university. 
Another bill by the same Senator @ixirg the 
maximum compensation to be alloWed County 
Superiutendents failed to get to third reuding. 


PRACTICING PHYSICIANS, 


Senator Secrest's bill amending the act to reg- 
ulate the practice of medicine was read a sec- 
ond time, a few formal committee amendiwents 
adopted, and the biil ordered to third reading. 
During the tirst few years after the organiza- 
tion of the State Board of Health the revenue 
derived from the physicians of the State was 
something considerable. Nearly ali the doctors 
now have their State certiticates, so that the 
sources of income are not so large as formerly. 
The present bili is designed to furnish needed 
revenue, and does so by providing for 
a fee of $5 from graduates or licentiates, 
and for a fee of $25 for examinations of non- 
graduates in medicine and surgery, and $10 for 
examinations in midwifery. Tne original act 
exempted frow its provisions physicians who 
had been in practice for ten years. The present 
bili omits the exemption clause. 


ROKKER’S GRAB. 


The Rokker statute- printing bill came up asa 
special order on third read ing. but Senator Lan- 
ing, its sponsor, was evidently not ready to make 
his fight just then, and had it made a special 
order for the tirst thing tomorrow morning.

The Democrats, as usual, sailed into Chester's 
$150,000 bill ror ordinary expenses, and were as- 
sisted by Senator Rogers, who kicked against 
the alleged extravagauce of the munawement, 
and seemed especiaily incensed because the 
Commissioners and Warden, as he put it, lived 
too high and rode bebind State teams.

WELLS AND THE WOMAN. 


The Supervisor of Riverside Makes a 
Strong and Apparently Reasonable 
Statement. 
CHICAGO, April 25.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 

—In your issue of yesterday you make reference 

to a communication addressed to the Supervisor 

of Riverside recently by County-Commissioner 

Kliehm, criticising quite severely an allowance 

made to @ poor person in said town for coal dur- 

ing the last winter. I am the Supervisor of the 
~~ and received the communication referred 

0. 

The county allows d poor family or person 
one-half ton of coal per month from November 
to April. The woman referred to received dur- 
ing the last winter three tons of coal, at $8.50 
per ton—total, $25.50. The balance of the bill 
was for another person. If she was worthy 
there is nothing wrong so far. 

She came to.our town several years ago, from 
Suomit or Lemont, and through the efforts of 
some of our ladies she obtained knitting and 
quilting work to some extent. Being badly de- 
formed and quite aged she covid not work 
steadily, but has always done her best to pro- 
vide for herself. Before coming to our town 
she left a drunken busband who abused her ter- 
ribly, and she bas since tried to live away from 
him; but periodically he comes to her and com- 
pels her by abuse to mend his clothes, torn in 
sprees, and give him sheiter until he is sobered 
and ready for work again. He never provides 
anything for her. hen he is tit for work | 
understand be is employed at the Lemont stone- 
quarries. 

As to her boarding at the “hotel” in our vil- 
lage, that building has been practically vacant 
for several years, ia thoroughly dilapidated, and 
the only use made of it is to rent out the rooms 
to poor people for whatever they can pay. The 
woman referred to has been allowed to occupy 
a room free of charge, and cooks her food oo 
an vid stove given to her. 

To sum the matter up, this item is in strict 
contormity with the rules of the board: the 
woman is not able-bodied, but is deformed and 
infirm, yet works as best she can; she is not a 
* boarder’ ata hotel, andis unwilling to tive 
with ber miserable husband or have anything to 
do with him: sbe is a most worthy person, and 
does not wish to be a complete dependent upon 
the county. These statements can be substan- 
tiated by all our best residents. 

I shall continue to exercise my best judgment 
in the care of our poor, and if I issue any more 
orders in favor of this. woman or any other per- 
son I think they wiil be paid. Respectfully,

COST OF LITIGATION, 


The Weber-Taylor Case, 

After along and expensive trial the jury in 
the Weber-Taylor case were unable to agree on 
any verdict, and it may be interesting to give 
some estimates as 80 the cost of the litigation to 
the parties and to the county thus far. 

The first trial lasted about six days, and/ re- 
sulted in a verdict of one centfor the plaintiff, 
thus saddling all the costs of witnesses and 
Sheriff's fees on the defendant. There were 
about twenty-five witnesses, and their fees 
must bave been ali told some $75 or $100, with 
about $30 more for Sheriff's fees for service and 
mileage. The other court costs were only $6 
for the plaintif? and $1.50 for the defendant. 
All this amouuting to $150 or $200 
Mr. Taylor had to Dav besides 
the fees of bis lawyer, Leonard Swett. Now, 
Mr. Swett is not under the necessity of looking 
for work, or tuking @/case on shares or con- 
tingent fees, but he can be bad, wit, anecdotes, 
and reminiscences inciuded, for $100 a day. and 
probably no less. including the preparation 
and trialof the case, My Swett's bill would 
leave slender pickings out of a $1,000 bill. Mr. 
Rufus King, Weber’s attorney, would consider 
himself weii remunerated at half that rate, but 
even then Weber must have paid $800 to $500 
for bis one cent damages, unless he was able to 
coax his legal adviser to collect bis fee out of 
the -heavy verdict which was expected, but 
— unfortunately for him, failed to materi- 
alize. 

On the second trial there were nine witnesses 
for the plaintiff and thirty for the defendant. 
Quite a number of them, a8 is usually the case, 
charged no fee, giving their evidence out of 
friendship for the parties; but the wituesses’ 
and Sheriff's fees paid must have been consider- 
ably more than in the first trial. The trial also 
lasted seven days, instead of six, to the corre- 
sponding advantage of the luwyers. Besides 
this, there were two extra lawyers, one ou each 
side, at an additional cost of $200to $300 eacn. 
AAawyer is not the best witness in the world tu 
ask as to his charges in a given case, but he is 
never beard to complain when he is credited 
with receiving more than he really got. The jury 
cost $18 a day, or $108 for the first trial 
and $126 for the second, but all this is paid by 
the county. Ona rough estimate, then, the case 
thus far must have cost the parties over $3,000 
and the county $135, the latter receiving only 
$7.50 as au vitset, besides the salaries of the 
Lailiffs, clerks, and Judge, and. yet the parties 
are now just where they were before any trial 
was had. The next trial will probably not be 
bad until the autumn, and if any verdict is 
reached then the costs of the present trial, 
which resulted in a disagreement, will be sad- 
died on the party whu is beateao next time.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


The Temperance Question in the 
Michigan Legislature. 

LANSING, Mich., April 25.—[Special. ]}—The 
temperance question was the main thing in 
Legislative circles today. in the Senate the 
first racket arose on resurrecting the Senate 
prohibitory amendment resolution. It was 
brought up and for fhe second time 
put on its passage, but again 
failed to get the required 
two-thirds majority, only receiving twenty 
votes, instead of twenty-two. It is now con- 
ceded that these two votes are unattainable. 
Before the vote was taken an effort was 
made to substitute a dual proposition, simi- 
lar to the Ohio resolution, but this failed 
‘The Senate has taken Senator White’s local- 
option bill from its grave and tabled it, but 
there is nota ghost of a chance of its ulti- 
mate passage. 

The House today, in Committee of the 
Whole, agreed to itg resolution for a pro- 
hibitory amendment, but the idea 
that it will ever get beyond 
the Lower House is not entertained 
by any of the fig The famous Village 
Local Option bill, which passed through the 
heedlesness of the Democratic . members 
chiefly, who voted for it without knowing 
what it was, has been taken back by the 
Governor, and he now has it in charge, sig- 
nature and all. He will deposit it in the 
office of the Secretary of State, and those who 
voted for it contrary to their own ideas and 
the wishes of their constituents can find 
nothing by which they can wipe out the 
record or prevent_the effects of their blunder. 


Kentucky Ministers Meet to Devise 
Measuresto Suppress Intemperance. ¢ 
LOUISVILLE, Kvy., April 25.—[Special.|— 

The Ministers’ Temperance Association of 
Kentucky metin annual convention today at 
2p.m. at the First Christian Church, this 
city. The attendance was fair, and the atten- 
tiow earnest. Gen. (now Reverend) Green 
Clay Smith was chosen Chairman. Early in 
the proceedings it was definitly stated that 
the convention would carefully eschew pol- 
itics and political issues. ‘The business before 
the meeting took the shape of the relations of 
distilleries, dealers, and drunkards to the 
church, and how the church could most 
effectually aid in suppressing the vice 
of intemperance. One Uelegate said that 
all handiers were guilty; the saloonist 
most so; next to him the grocer who sold in 
quantity; then the wholesaler; then the dis- 
tiller; then the farmer who sold grain to dis- 
tillers for making whisky; and wound up by 
saying he had persuaded his flock against so 
selling, in some instances, to the extent of a 
loss of as much as a dollar per barrel on 
their corn. Another delegate thought if it 
was carried so far as to blame the farmer he 
didn’t see how the cooper who made the bar- 
rels was to escape, or the drayman who 
hauled the stuff to train, boat, or warehouse; 
and at one time a fair prospect for a hurried 
adjournment seemed probable, but it was 
tided over, and the thirty preachers pro- 
ceeded to devise a way to make the organi- 
zation permanent and provide means for its 
conduct. 


Canadian Maltsters Troubled at the Out- 
look. 

Toronto, Ont., April 25.—[Special.|—A 
large and influential meeting of the maltsters 
of Ontario was beld here to consider the po- 
sition in which they were placed by the re- 
cent action of the American Government. 
The malting capacity of the City of Toronto 
is 1,151,000 bushels yearly, of which they only 
use 236,000 bushels, the other 816,000 bushels 
being exported to the United States. 

The American Government has, however, 
put an enormous specific duty on this malt, 
and by a masterly move has considerably 
reduced the duty on Canadian barley, and 
all this means absolute ruin to the industry 
of Canada. The enormous malt-houses of 
the city, in which millions of dollars have 
been sunk, will, instead of running eight 
months in the year, be reduced to less 
than half that time. Not only that, but 
the Canadian farmers -will suffer. Oswego 
will, it is claimed, control’ the Canadian 
barley market, and the control of the whole 
malting industry of the continent will pass 
into the hands of the Americans. The result 
of the meeting was that the Government will 
be interviewed with a view to checkmate the 
American move.

Lulu 
then endeavored to find her way to the street, 
and alleges that the proprietor of the Wa- 
verly and his housekeeper delayed her under 
threats of death.

POISONED POTATOBSES. 


How the Feeling of Revenge Manifests 
ftseli in Michigan. 

Some time near the ist of this month Mr. 
Henry Cliff, of Spring Lake, Ottawa County, 
Mich,, discovered in the manger from which he 
aaily fed a valuable span of borses a potato 
which had every appearance of baving been 
filled with poison. He said nothing about it, 
however, and walitcd the eourse of events. 
About a week later another, loaded with a 
greenish substance resemDiing paris-green 
mixed with crimson matter, was found in the 
same receptacie and duly taken care of by its 
discoverer. Mr. Clif? began to think the thing 
fast becoming monotonous, and applied to Sheriff 
Jobn Vaupell, of Grand Haven, for advice and 
assistance. That gentleman recommended the 
detective agency of Messrs. Mooney & Boland, 
of this city, and to them Mr. Cliff made ap piica- 
tion. An operative was at once dispatched to 
Spring Lake, Suspicion poiuted to sume of the 
members of a fumily named. Webster, with 
whom Cliff bad; had some minor dilticulties 


_ growing out of the loss of a fine pair of borses 


which Jim Webster had aceidentaily backed 
into .the lake ahd drowned. The detective 


therefore turned bis attention during daylight 


to the Webster family, and at night siept in the 
bara near the avimals woicb the attempt had 
been made to poison. 

For a time bis work was uofruitful. He cov- 
ered his movements so well that noone sus- 
peeted bis mission, and by crawling through a 
rear Window before sunrise each Morning con- 
vineed the landlord of bis hotel that be was ia 
reality buy potatoes for a Detroit house, and 
spent every wight in bed as be pretended, A 
younger Webster, named Tom, was engaged 
cultivating grapes near the towa, and the oper- 
ative ingratiated bimself with him by deftiy 
bandling the hoe at bis side, saying be could 
not be idle, and potatoes came into market 
slowly. The upshot of this was that Tom be- 
came contideatial, told stories, ang Hnaliy con- 
fessed that he had the poisoned 
vegetables in Mr. 
with the intention a 

yrees. and, as be expressed it, * 
ith the merchant fur his abus® of bis brother 
James. He finally. proposea to the detective 
that he assist him in completing the joD, asking 
if two poisoned potatoes for each borse would 
ve euffictent. Ilu also told where be had secured 
the paris-green and red precipitate witb which 
the former trials had been made, The detective 
dectined to aid in the venture, but did finally 
agree to watch outside the barn while Tom 
placed the doctored potatoes In the manger. 

Last Priday nigbt Mr. Cuff caugnt Tom in the 
felonious act, seized the potatvces before the 
horses could get «6 them, took Tom Webster by 
the collar, und, accompanied by the detective, 
marebed over to Grand Haven. Betore the 
Sneritf, State’s-Attorney, Mr. Cli, and the de- 
iective, when at the court-bouse; Tom voiun- 
tarily repeated his confession, strongly assert~- 
ing that he was the only guilty party, dud boidly 
avyowing that bis sole purpose was ‘revenge. 
Saturday be pleaded guilty, had bail tixed at 
$1,000, and was jailed in default. The penalty 
for a crime of this character ia Michigan is im- 
prisonment for not less than five years.

So, when May 1 comes, how are 
the companies to comply, even it they had a sys- 
tem? It will be necessary to give them time, 
say six months, in order to amend the law so that 
they can have authority to do what is 

uired of them.” Under Judge Drummond's 
decision, the wires cannot be cut by the autnor- 
ities, and Col. Clowry has said he will fight. So 
it is not unlikely that there will be a coinpro- 
mise on short poles and cables, as litigation is 
expensive.

All the arraogewents fur the leasing by the 
Open Boara of Trade of the lot on which it is to 
erect its new building were completed yester- 
day, and it is probable that before long the 
work of construction will commence. This 
property, a description of which was givén in 
Sunday's TRIBUNE, is situated on Clark street 
150 south of Jackson, extending from Clark to 
Pacific avenue. 

The work of excavating for the foundation of 
Lambert Tree's new house has berun. It is to 
be on the northeast corner of his bDiock, the one 
lying between State and Cass and Ohio and 
Ontario, and will front on Ontario street.

SHIN E’S SLAYERS, 
ARREST OF ALL PERSONS IMPLICATED— 
M’DERMOTT MAKES A CONFESSION —TROU- 
BLES OF A SCOTCHMAN ARRESTED THREE 
TIMES ON SUSPICION. 
The man—or boy, rather—who killed Thomas 


Shine, the painter, in front of a Pacific avenue’ 


dive early yesterday morning, together with bis 
two companions, are prisoners at the Harrison 
Street Station. They have confessed to every- 
thing, and the police are feeling very much 
elated in consequence. The capture was due 
entirely to an accident, and the police are frank 
enough to acknowledge the fact. After Shine 
bad been stabbed and left to die in front of the 
bagnio where the fight occurred the three 
drunken youths who had assaulted him 
and his friend, Edward Embick, 
to Harrison street and then crossed to the West 
Side. At the corner of Ewing and Halsted 
streets one of the trio parted company with the 
other two, who continued their courseto the 
corner of Blue Isiand avenue and Ewing street. 


. Here one of them accidentally discharged his re- 


volver, being too drunk to handle it with safety, 
and the report of the weapon attracted an offi- 
cer to the spot. He, of course, arrested the ine- 
briated young men and took them to the 
Tweiltth Street Station, although the news of 
the murder had not yet reached there, it being 
then only about 2 o'clock. 
OPEN-EYED POLICEMEN, 

When the Twelfth street officers were notified 
shortiy after to look out for the murderer and 
his companions it dawned upun them that the 
young men arrested at the corner of Biue Island 
and Ewing might be two of the Pacific avenue 
party. The prisoners, who had given their names 
as Billy Moore and James McDermott, were 
forthwith closely questioned as to their where- 
abouts previous to their arrest, but stoutly 
denied baving visited any of the “ Biler”’’ avenue 
slums. Nevertheless, it was thought best tosend 
them to the Harrison Street Station, and thither 
they were taken after sobering up somewhat. 
At this station they were at once 
identified by Embick and also by the inmates of 
the bagnio where the fight occurred as twe of 
the murderous trio. The prisoners still insisted 
that they were victims of mistaken identity, and 
reiterated their denial of ali knowledge of the 
killing until after they had been subjected to a 
very thorough pumping process. 

M’DERMOTT CONFESSES. 

Finally, however, they wilted and acknowl- 
edged all, McDermott giving way to a tit of 
tears as he confessed that he was the one who 
did tue stabbing. He is-a siender, smooth- 
faced youth of 19, looking even younger, 
and pot appearing at all like a 
murderer. The story he told of the affray is as 
foliows: “Inthe early part of the evening Billy 
Moore, Andy Rush, and I started out to have a 
good time. Wedrank a lotof beer onthe West 
Side near where we live, and then came over to 
the South Side. Along about midaigbt we went 
into Lizzie Smith’s place ou Pacific avenue. 
Two men were already there. We went into a 
back room, and, upon passing through to the 
front room again, I kicked a man, but thought 
it was either Rush or Moore. The man 
got “hot” rigot and seemed 
anxious for ut g The next 
thing I knew we were all out infront. I saw 
the man I[ bad «kicked reach behind him as if for 
a pistol, and then I struck him witb the knife. 
After that we all ran away. Billy Moore fired 
two shots as we were leaving. Rush’ left 
Moore and me at. the corner of Ewing and Hal- 


sted streets,and Billy and | were urrested on- 


Ewing, near the avenue, because Billy tired his 
gub there accidentaily.”’ 

McDermott said he had never bedn in Lizzie 
Smith's place before, and that he was never ar- 
rested before. He has been employed some time 
in Kimball's organ factory, corner of Twenty- 
sixth and Rockwell streets, and his home is with 
his parents at No. 416 Morgan street. His mother 
called to see him at the T'weifth Street Station, 
but she did not Know then that her boy had killed 
a man. z 
RAUSH, ALIAS RUSH. 

Rush, whose real name is Benedict Raush, 
was arrested at his home, No. 186 Ewing street, 
about 11 o’clock. He is 20 years old, and bas 
lately been employed as collector by the as- 
signee of Hooker, the Dearborn street tobacco 
mao who tately failed. Kaush corroborated 
McDermott’s story in the main. He did not see 
Shine reach for a pistol, but says be saw Em- 
bick do so, and that both Embick and Shine 
seemed auxious for a fuss. 

BILLY MOORE. . 

Billy Moore claimed to have been too drunk 
to remember, with clearness what occurred at 
Lizzie Smith's. He said he fired bis revolver, 
not at Embick or Shine, but torough his own 
overcoat pocket to the ground. Moore is about 
the same age as his companions, and is eim- 
ployed in Skeene & Stuart's ope room. 

The inquest in the case will be heid today. 

A DISGRUNTLED SCOTCHMAN. 


While the police were hustling around after 
the man who did the stabbing, yesterday morn- 
ing, they caused the wrath of one young man to 
come way up. He wore a Scotch cap and a 
tough look, and when Lieut. Laughlin met him 
near the scene of the tragedy he arrested him 
on suspicion. The prisoner was taken to the 
station, but not being identitied, was at once 
released. ine young man returned to the spot 
where he was met by Laugblin, and there was 
another officer who promptly arrested him. He 
was again taken to the station and again re- 
leased, leaving tbe station in no very pleasant 
frame of mind. He thought sure he could re- 
turn tothe old place now without being mo- 
lested, but no sooner hads he got a 
biock away from the station thun an 
officer in citizen's clothes gathered bim in, think- 
ing, to a dead certainty, that he had the right 
man because the prisoner made such a grand 
kick. Tne third time be was released he was 
told to start of in some new direction.

THE WARDS. 


The Riddled Corpses of the Two 
Young Men Being Con- 
veyed Home. 


ontradictory Reports of the Affair— 
A Mock Investigation Before a 
Coroner. 


Thirteen Prominent Settlers Concerned— 
Details Showing that the Boys Were 
Brutally Murdered. 


Sr. Paut, Minn., April 25.—[Special.]— 
From persons who arrived from Bartlett to- 
day the Pioneer-Press correspondent at 
Grand Forks obtained the full, complete, and 
intelligible story of the Ward murder. 
Devil’s Lake City is quite a flourishing 
young village, growing rapidly, like all 
Western towns, and is situated about 
a mile north of Devil’s Lake. Creel 
City is at the head of Creel’s Bay, due north- 
west of Devil’s Lake City. This place is 
composed of only five or six buildings, and 
is the headquarters of Creel and his friends. 
The Ward brothers owned a claim adjoining 
Devil’s.Lake City on the northwest. The 
Bell claim, in dispute, is on 
an air-line between Devil’s Lake City and 
Creel City, being about half a mile from the 
latter. The shanty claimed by Bell was 
about three-quarters of amile from Creel 


' City, on the road between the two places, 


and it was here they were sleeping 
when the fatal attack was made. 
The door in the Bell shanty was in the west, 
and in the Ward shanty the door was in the 
south. Cnarlie Ward was found in front of 
the Ward shanty, and Fred Ward between 
the two. Sunday night about 12 o’clock 
Bell went down to sleep on his claim, found 
the Wards there, and ordered them away. 
They refused to go. 
THE MURDEREBS. 

He went up to Creel City to get men to as- 
sist him, and collected a party of thirteen, 
among whom were Cal 8. Uline, Beckhain 
W. Lair, Mell Warrington, and John Bell, 
who went down to the claim, and when 
within a few yards of the claim 
were fired upon by the Wards, four 
shots being fired without hitting anybody, 
and the fifth striking one of the thirteen, 
whose name cannot be learned, in the arm. 
He cried out “lam shot, boys, lam shot,” 
and the whole party opened fire on the Ward 
shanty. The firing became general. It is 
impossible to say what shots took 
etfect and what did not. Fred Ward prob- 
ably received a shot in the shoulder while in 
the shanty, but the fatal shots were probably 
fired when the boys came outside. Judge 
Bennett had an inquest over the bodies of 
the murdered men yesterday, and the jury 
returned a verdict that Fred and Charles 
came to their death by being shot by parties 
unknown. 

C. E. Thomas returned from Bartlett to- 
day, where he embalmed the bodies, and 
says that Charles Ward received but one 
wound, and that he was shot in the back, the 
ball entering between the shouider-blades 
and coming out above the left breast. Fred 
Ward received one shot in the shoulder, 
and his back was covered with shot 
wounds which varied in size from chicken- 
shot to heavy duck-shot, showing plainly 
that more than one gun had been fired. The 
bodies were brought in on the afternoon 
train and were taken to Chicago, leaving on 
the 4 o’clock train south, No arrests or le 
gal proceedings have been made against any 
party concerned. 

PROMINENT CITIZENS. 

Col. Uline, Beckham, Lair, and Farrington 
are well known here. Some of the other 
parties may be, but it was impossible to ob- 
tain their names. There are quite a num- 
ber of friends of the raiders who justify 
their acts, and say that no violence was 
intended and no shooting would have 
been done had not the Wards began the fir- 
ing. The Wards are said to have been pro- 
fessional claim-jumpers, and would sooner 
or later have come to grief. Biom parties 
arriving on the afternoon train it is learned 
that there is no probability of lynch- 
ing, and that there has not »been 
any talk of taking ny such 
measure, although excitément ran 
very high. Sentiment is greatly divided, 
some claiming that the Wards were to blame 
in the matter, and that eir own rash act 
brought on the fray which resulted in losing 
their lives. itis said they were warned that 
it would not be well for them to try and hold 
the claims, but they responded by saying that 
they were arined to the teeth and could take 
care of themselves in any event, and that 
they would hold the claims at all costs. 

ANOTHER SIDE. 

The Rev. E. P. Crane, a Congregational 
missionary, procured a team at Bartlett and 
went direct to Devil’s Lake, and from him 
the Pioneer-Press correspondent learned the 


. following particulars of the crime, which are 


deemed credible, and which is Elliott’s 
story: Bell came down to his shanty, which 
is located upon two claims, about 12 o’clock, 
when he found the Wards in their shanty. 
He went to the city and collected the raiders, 
and when they came down to the shanty they 
pounded on the door and told the boys to get 
out. Fred Ward said, ** Hold on a minute.” 
He was pasene on his trousers, and had no 
more than got them on and gone to 
the door when he was jerked out and. dealt 
a blow on the neck, which showed when he 
was found. His brother cried out: “ Fred, 
are you hurt ?” and receiving no answer be- 
gan firing, when the raiders opened fire and 
shot through the door, the balls 
dropping down by the door. They 
also fired at Fred, who was down, and Char- 
lie said “I give up,” and Elliott likewise. 
Charlie was shot, whether in the shanty or 
just outside cannot be said. Elliott was 
kicked and struck several times, and told to 
“it.” Charlie. was the only one 
of the party who was armed, 
Fred’s revolver being in his office at Bartlett, 
There is ne truth in the report that they went 
up there for the purpose of fighting, and they 
did not anticipate any such serious trouble. 
Mr. Crane says the Coroner’s jury did not 
make their verdict public.’ He thinks that 
every one of the thirteen were before the 
jury giving testimony. He did not hear that 
any ofthe Wards’ shots took effect on the 
party.

In speaking of the boys he expressed the 
deepest regret that the dispatches in refer- 
ence to them had made it appear that they 
had been jumping claims, and that this had 
led to their being killed. He was satisfied 
that they had never done anything of the 
kind, as all of their letters to their father, to 
him, and their friends showed that it had 
been their constant aim and endeavor

Ex-President Hayes on the Situation. 

New York, April 25.—[Special. j—Among 
the callers on the. ex-President after the ad- 
journment of the meeting he was engaged in 
today was ex-Secretary Evarts, who re- 
mained alone with Mr. Hayes for some time.

Whitelaw BRetd’s Explanation of What 
Is Necessary to Secure Republican 
Unity. 

Nuw York, April 25.—The following letter 
was sent this evening to the Republican com- 
mittee appointed to suggest plans for secur- 
ing harmony in the party: 3 

To the Hon. Edward Mitchell—Dear Srr: Until 
this afternoon | bad expected to attend the 
meeting this evening, but to my regret another 
engagement interferes. I shall hope for better 
fortune at your subsequent meetings, and shall 
be glad to coOperate in any way in my power to 
secure one harmonious and earnest organization 
of the Republican party in this city. 

The way to do this, in my judgment, is to give 
the Republicans the right of self-government. 
That they do not enjoy it here at present is the 
reason for the general discontent now officially 
recognized by the appointment of this com- 
mittee. The ideal organization would be one in 
which every Republican voter could cast bis 
bailot for the selection of candidates for local 
offices and of delegates to State conventions, 
and the voice of the majority in the party thus 
fairly ascertained should make the ticket. 
Whether this primary-election system would 
work well in a great city may be perhaps 
doubted by many practical politicians. 

Any plan that may be preferred should, in my 
opinion, rest upon two cardinal principles: 

First—Every resident of a district who voted 
for the last Republican Presidential ticket 
should be entitled toa voice. If we are to have 
a@ great united party, capable of success and in 
the spirit to achieve it, that should be our only 
test of partisan pang wens . 

Second—No man should be asked for any 
pledge whatever as to how he will vote in the 
future. The very beet elements in the Repub- 
lican party—those that*have given its success 
and its glory—are precisely those that would 
refuse to tie themselves up to such a pleige. 
The way to tie them up tothe ticket is to give 
every man a fair chance and an equal voice in 
making it. and let every man see that it is the 
majority that rules. Where that pian prevails 
the Kepubliican party is rarely distracted bv 
schisms, ana never demoralized by its occasion-

NOVEL SURGICAL OPERATION. 

The revent operation which is expected to 
save the lifeof Gen. Joshua L. Chamberlain, 
President of Bowdoin Collewe, was one of the 
most novel and daring in the bistory of surgery. 
For some months Gen, Chamberlain bas been 
suffering from serious complications resulting 
from a wound received during the War, when a 
pall passed through his body from bip to hip. 
A difficult operation at the hands of Dr. Joseph 
H. Warreu, President Lincoln's physician, saved 
his life at that time, but a recent abscess in the 
abdominal cavity was followed by a sloughing 
away of about two inches of the urethral 
canal. Natural healing was impossi- 
bie, and it was decided to at- 
tempt the unprecedented feat of building 
up the missing section with transplanted ficsh. 
-Dr. Warren, with two assistants, performed the 
operation in Boston on Thursday atternoun. 
The process occupied two bours, during which 
time the patient remained under the influence 
of anvesthetics. The abdomen was laid open 
and siowly. bit by bit, the living flesh was cut 
from not vital parts and sewed into place in the 
shape of the missing organ. Imflammauon was 
guarded against by a constant stream of anti- 
septic spray upon the internal organs, and final- 
ly after many careful stitches had been taken 
in the internal construction, the outward open- 
ing was closed, and the operation was success- 
fully completed. The patient rallied better than 
was expected, and on Friday he siept consider- 
abiy,and the fever has not been ns severe as 
was feared would result. It is expected that the

EADS’ JETTIES. , 


Evil Effects of Damming the 
Mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi. 


Overflowing the Low Country, and Opening a 
New Channel Which Will Destroy 
New Orleans. 


[New Orleans Chronicle, April 21.]—The 
effectof Eads’ jetties which confine the great 
volume of water issuing from the Mississippi 
to one narrow channel is te, highten the 
river’s surface at its mouth. The rapidity of 
outflow is checked and the current re- 
tarded for a long distance. Steambdat- 
men have been commenting on _ this 
fact for years past. This retardation of 
outflow through the old channel has 
constantly directed a greater volume of 
water from the main river into the natural 
unjettied outlet, the Atchafalaya. This 
bayou outlet (it is not a crevasse) leaves the 
great river 327 miles, as the river runs, above 
its mouth, while the new channel through 
the Atchafalayato the gulfis but 160 miles 
long. Forty years ago this “bayou ” was 
fordable in many places. In_ 1517 it was 
seventy-five yards, or less than 200 feet, wide 
and eighteen feet deep on an average, lu 
1856 measurements were taken, and the 
“bayou,” now a river, was found to be TS 
feet wide and fifty-two feet deep. In 1581, 
at the same point, it was 940 feet wide and 
130 feet deep. Being half the distance to the 
guif the descent is greater and the current 
swifter. At the rate itis growing it willina 
few vears become the main channel of the 
Mississippi. At its mouthin the gulf there 
isadepth of 150 feet, and at Churchville, a 
short distance above, there is 165 feet. 

The Atchafalaya becomes, in fact, the Mis- 
sissippi River, and New Orleans may be left 
on the banks of one of a series of lakes, such 
as are found everywhere in the lowlands, 
these lakes having been, in bygone years, 
part of the changeful, tortuous river’s chan- 
nel. Capt. Cowdon, anticipating this diver- 
sion of the river from New Orleans, and see- 
ing the effects of the dam across its mouth, 
called ** jetties,” sought to prevent the diver- 
sion of the Mississippi through the Atchafa- 
laya into the gulf froma point above New 
Orleans. He toiled to save the city by reliev- 
ing the surcharged and dammed up contipen- 
tai drain at a point just below New Orleans. 
ile proposed to codperate with Nature by 
giving what the river sought, an “ oullet ” 


ofor its floods, and at a point that would have 


saved the city and spared the waste of count- 
less iniliions foolishly invested in frail mud 
walis which only aggravate every evil they 
are designed tou remedy. ‘Te soundness of 
Cowdon’s philosophy is now demonstrated 
by the conduct of the river itself and the un- 
wisdom of those who persist in the vain ef- 
fort to shape its course or restrain its de- 
structiveness by means of earthen barriers, 
New Orleans at least wishes today that the 
outlet into the Atchafalaya led into Lake 
Borgne rather than into the Gulf of Mexico 
from a point on the Mississippi far above the 
Crescent City. But the Mississippi is a liv- 
ing creature, a monstrous giant. It has a 
will anda way of its own, and when Eads 
obstructed its chosen path to the sea it delib- 
erately nakes for itself another and shorter. 
Its current along its whole length will be 
hastened and channe! deepened, and the river 
isvniy doing at the wrong place what Cow- 
don proposed to induce it to do at the proper 
point for New Orleans and for the whole 
valley. 


MEAT FROM AMERICA. 


Why It Is So Dear—An English Kxpla- 
nation. 

[London Pall Mali Gazette, April 7.]—A 
majority of English landlords and farmers 
attribute the falling off of tne American cat- 
tle and meat trade to its failure or partial 
failure as a commercial enterprise, and there 
is often to be heard a kind of triumphant 
congratulation among the uninformed that 
one great branch of American competition 
has received some sort of a blow or perma- 
nent check. It need hardly be said that the 
profits of the American meat trade with En- 
gland only ceased when a curious combina- 


tion of natural and artificial causes rushed 
the price of stock up so high in the States that 
the New-Yorker and the Londoner were, and 
still are, paying the same price for their steak 
and chop under such conditions which in 
America argue a deficient supply. There is 
not much immediate fear of ruinous competi- 
tion in the meat line from across the Atlantic, 
but the trade having proved itself under normal 
prices to he a cowpiete suecess, when those nor- 
mal prices again return in the couse of a greater 
or less period, the English farmer Must again be 
prepared to face it, and not deceive himself with 
the idea that the present state of matters is in 
per way due to a failure of the exportation 
trade. 

The deficiency in the home supply of Amer- 
ica, whichis at the root of the present long 
butchers’ bills and the anticipated longer ones 
in Engiand, is due chietiy to three leading 
causes. The winter of ]580-’81 all over North 
America was we will not say of “ unprece- 
dented” (though that phrase was freely used at 
the time) severity, but it was the coldest that 
had overtaken the newer parts of the country 
since cattie-raising had assumed anything like 
its present dimensions, and it wag officially cir- 
culated that one-third of the cattle 
in the West perished. It taught, how- 
ever, a severe lesson, and in the event 
of such another season thousands of 
cattle and sheep would be saved by artificial 
shelters. Strauge to say this winter was fol- 
lowed over perhaps half tbe United States or 
more by a drouth that was called with more 
exactness “unprecedented.” For over the 
whole Youth and a great portion of tne most 
populous central Western States, no living man 
had ever seen the like. The only summer that 
would bear comparison with that of 1831] was 
}1838, and 1438 fell far short in wholesale destruc- 
tion of the latter; for some of the early crops 
escaped it, while in 1881 nv living plant or grain 
or berb off tne river bottoms had a chance 

in rainy muuntain regions upon the Atlantic 
slope. where three consecutive weeksof dry 
weather are endured as a rule with the greatest 
impatience by farmers, and where the spring 
and summer rainfall is almost as great asin Eo- 
wiand, if not quite—no moisture sufficient to lay 
the dust fell in some quarters from April to late 
in September; in others there were two or three 
thunder-storms within that time. Over vast 
tracts where the lodian corn crop had nor 
failed for forty-three years it twisted and 
withered on the richest uplands. In i838 the 
hay and oats had early rains sufficient to 
tmnuke a fuir crop. In I8sl they parched 
and died almost before they had 
covered the ground. In the famous grass re- 
gions on the Appalachian slopes, where cboice 
cattle were fattening forthe English marget, 
the limestone pastures became vare like ‘the 
high roads, and in midsummer hay at extrava- 
want prices had to be brought by railroad from 
distant centres for the stock. This was not in 
protessediy dry countries iike Califurnia or 
Colorado, but in large parts of the Union whose 
operations are carried on under the expectation 
ofa copious and even rainfall. A mild winter 
happily followed, and averted the immense loss 
of jive stock that would have resulted from one 
of average severity; but as it was, with cattle 
brougbt lean and poor from summer 
pastures off which they usualiv came 
rolling in fat, with bay, fodder and 
worn all unprecedently scarce aud at corre- 
spouding prices, there was widespread loss 


- among the smaller ftarmers Over a large area, 


and the crop of spring culves was most sensibly 
Upon the top of and -during tbis 
comes a tiood of immigration pourtug into the 
cold Northwestern States and Lritish Provinces 
—mostiy wheat/’producers, who have to be fed 
with flesh while they are supplying the world 
with bread. Otber great streams, tov. of future 
stock-raisers are pouring into the Western and 
Southwestern grazing regions; and, as buyers 
competing for all the availuble increase, are 
temporarily stimulating the prices that they 
themseives infuture years, as reproducers on 
still untrodden lands, will probably help to re- 
duce. 

it is not at all likely that such a curious com- 
bination ol circumatances for raising the price 
of meat will again occur during the lifetime of 
any one now living. There is an immense lee- 
way in the supply of cuttie to be made up ev- 
erywhere. In America, if the mass of the rural 
population were less addicted to the sait pork 
raised upou their own tarms, which forma, 
though not in such propurtions as formerly, 
even still toe buik of their animal food, tne day 
would probably be more distant than it is of a 
large surpius of beef and mutton at low rates 
being ready for the European markets.

ELECTRICAL STORAGE. 


Experiments with a New Form of 
Storage-Battery—The Question of Un- 
derground Wilres, 

New York, April 23.—President Henry 
Morton lectured at the Stevens Institute, 
Hoboken, this evening before the New York 
Electrical Society, on * The Storage of Elec- 
tricity,” and exhibited some interesting ex- 
periments with a new form of storage-bat- 
tery, which is controlled by a corporation 
organized for its construction here. The 
company owning the rights to the device is 
the Electric Accumulator Company, which 
was recently incorporated, with a capital of 
$5,000,000. The battery consists of plates, 
vach made up of a ine lattice-work of metal- 
lie lead, filled in with a porous mass which 
is, in each alternate plate, either metallic 
lead or the black peroxide of lead. The 
manner of operation of these cells in 
charging and discharging was explained, 
ana the important part ee by 
by the absorbed or accluded 
gases was pointed out. The tests made by 
the speaker showed that the cells would each 
yield u continuous current of avout thirty- 
two amperes for nine hours, with an electro- 
motive force of about 22.10 volts. This quan- 
tity of current would supply forty-four of 
Mr. Edisou’s incandescent lamps of sixteen- 
candle power, and its intensity would make 
it necessary to employ ouly fifty of the cells 
to obtain sufticient electromotive force to 
overcome the resistance of such lamps. The 
entire weight of each cell, ready for work, is 
eighty pounds, and thus, as a simple rule, it 
might be stated that for each lignt of sixteen- 
candle power, for one hour, ten pounds of 
battery should be provided if the battery be 
used safely as a reservoir to contain the en- 
tire current required. It was pointed out 
that the battery in many cases would only be 
required to act asa regulator, not showing 
the entire amount of electricity used, but 
only taking up a temporary excess and pro- 
viding for a similar deficiency. Under 
such conditions it would not need to 
have capacity to supply more. than 
one or two hours of current, and 
nearly all the eurrent during normal 
working would go directly from the dynamo- 
machine to the lamps, the fluctuations or 
momentary stoppages only being taken care 
of.by the battery. To illustrate this, the 
lights of the room were connected directly 
with a dynamo, and its current was caused 
to fluctuate so that the lights were extreme- 
ly irregular. As soon, bowever, as the bat- 
tery Was also connected, so that any excess 
of current could flow into it and any de- 
ficiency be supplied by it, the lights became 
perfectly steady. £ the next place, the use 
of the storage bafteries as a means of driving 
street-cars was touched upon. President 
Morton said that measurements, which he 
had repeated upon these batteries, whose 
weight was eighty pounds each, a number of 
times, showed that each of them contained 
energy @Gaqual to about 1,800,000 foot pounds, 
or such as could develop one horse-power 
tor one hour, nearly. In other words, the 
energy stored in one of these boxes, if fully 
converted into mechanical work, could take 
a *“bobtail car’? full of passengers across 
town, or from one end of the city to the 
other; in fact, could take the: place of a 
horse tor an hour. :

In the 
very block tn which these meetings have been 
held there has been for a dozen years, more or 
less, a large apeeenr? shop where everybody 
knew strong drinks to be solid, the only limita- 
tion being in the matter of quality, which pro- 
hibitory legisiation baud reduced to almust in- 
conceivable degradation. On the same street, 
the principal one of the town, were at least two 
other well-recognized establishments where the 
students were abie to procure any given amount 
of spirits, all, however, of the worst grades im- 
aginable. 

In Augusta, the nursery of the Maine Liquor 
law, the grog-sbops are notorious, and it wonld 
be difficult in a crowd to throw a stone without 
great risk of bitting,a liquor-dealer. 

Not to multiply instances, we might recall to 
Mr. Dow's apparentiy falling memory the des- 
perate struggies with the most prominent hotels 


in his own City of Portland, which must have — 


consumed mueh of his ieisure time during the 
iatter half of bis life, and the irrepressible way 
in which the crusbed traffic has risen from 
every blow, each of which was fondly oe asa 
mortal one. Without knowing what Mr. Dow's 
idea of “ failure’’ may be, it is, to our thinking 
hardly a proof of success that in. the streets of 
Portiand, Bath, or more than all, in Lewiston, 
more drunkards are to be seen on the street 
than in any city of corresponding size in Massa- 
chusetts.
